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Okay Transportation Study 


The Elk Grove Village Board Tuesday 


voted 4-0 to participate in a joint trans- 
portation study of 15 Northwest suburban 
communities. 


The board reversed its decision of 


March 3 in which trustees voted 4-2 not 
to participate in the study which had 
been proposed by Elk Grove Village 
Pres. Jack Pahl. 


Pahl has constantly said a com- 


prehensive study of all forms of trans- 
portation in the suburbs is needed. 


GAINING APPROVAL Pahl 
pointed 


out that at least seven other communities 
have approved of the study including 
Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights, Buf- 
falo Grove, Schaumburg, Rolling Mea- 
dows, and Wheeling. 


Each community has been asked to 


contribute to the study on a 10-cents-per- 
capita basis with Elk Grove Village's 
share $2,000. Total cost would be almost 
$35,000. 


Sponsoring the study is the Northwest 


Municipal Conference of which Pahl is a 
past president and now chairman of the 
transportation committee. 


The purpose of the study would be to 


determine the transportation needs of 
residents, senior citizens, industry, com- 
merce, and students in one of the fastest 
growing areas in the country. 


TO DO THE STUDY, Pahl has recom- 


mended a full-time director be hired, 
paid from a portion of the funds contrib- 
uted by municipalities. 


Two trustees who voted against the 


study last March changed then* minds in 
Tuesday's vote. 


Trustee Richard McGrenera said he 


took a new view of the study after other 
municipalities began to approve of it. 


He said he hoped it would be more ef- 


fective than studies performed by the 
Northeastern Illinois Plan Commission 
and the Chicago Area Transportation 
Study. 


TRtSTEE JAMES O'Brien said after 


a re-examination of the need for the 
study he decided he was in favor of it. 


"I think we need it," he said. 
Two other trustees who voted against 


the study in March. Thomas Ullmann 
and Eugene Keith, were not at the meet- 
ing Tuesday. 


In other action, the board rejected bid* 


on the improvement of Clearmont Drive, 
scheduled a budget meeting Monday at ;! 
p.m., approved a special use permit for 
Centex Corp. to build a temporary ad- 
ministration building west of Route 5:!. 
and tentatively set May 26 for public 
hearings on annexations for apartment 
complexes.

Peace Overcomes Harper Dissent

Harper College in Palatine yesterday 


experienced and withstood a political 
protest which threatened to involve off- 
campus policemen from Palatine. 


Before noon about 10 students lowered 


the American and Illinois flags to half- 
staff in memory of the four Kent State 
University students slain earlier this 
week 
while protesting American in- 


volvement in Cambodia. 


Two hours later, after negotiations, 


discussions, and a mini-confrontation, the 
students peacefully agreed to raise the 
flag and petition the college for the right 
to lower the flag tomorrow in memory of 
the students. 


Officials of the college's Student Sen- 


ate, including president Donald Duffy of 
Rolling Meadows, immediately began 
circulating petitions to gain support for a 
week-long flag lowering, which would be- 
gin at 11 a.m. Friday. 


THE PETITIONS will be presented to 


Dr. James Harvey, vice president for 
student affairs, this morning. Harvey 
will then discuss the matter with Dr. 
Robert Lahti, college president, and poll 
the college's board of trustees. 


If they approve, the flag will go to half- 


staff Friday. Harvey told the Herald a 
"valid indication" of student support was 
necessary, unless a counter-petition cir- 
culates. 


The fracas around the flag pole began 


at about 11 a.m. yesterday, when several 
students lowered the flags to half-staff 
and surrounded the American flagpole. 


Harvey told the Herald he asked them 


twice to raise the flag to full staff, as the 
students' actions did not necessarily rep- 
resent the majority opinion of Harper 
students. When the students refused, he 
took the names of six of them and dis- 
cussed the action with five other admin- 
istrators, as well as Duffy. 


Meanwhile, about 50 students flocked 


around the group of perhaps 15 students 
seated at the base of the flagpole. An- 


other group of students, including two 
college security officers, watched the stu- 
dents. 


THE ADMINISTRATORS at the same 


time were agreeing to ask for raising of 
the flag to full staff. They said that the 
Palatine police would be called to make 
arrests if it were not done. 
They 


stressed, however, that a campus major- 
ity opinion to lower the flag again later 
would be acceptable to them. 


So, the administrators walked outside 


and explained their position to the 10 stu- 
dents sitting on the ground. 
Harvey 


stressed that the lowering indicated a 
"political ideology" which was not neces- 
sarily subscribed to by a majority of stu- 
dents. 


Finally, William Sallee, a student from 


Barrington, one of the group clustered 
close to the flag, urged the students to 
put the flag up. "I think we should go 
into the channels and petition, to avoid 
polarization," he said. 


Then the students discussed it among 


themselves and drifted inside to start cir- 
culating petitions. And the security po- 
lice and college officials then raised the 
flag to full staff.

and Karen Keres, 


s t a y e d and argued with Clarence 
Schauer, vice president for academic af- 
fairs. 


Both charged that it was unnecessary 


for the police to wait outside the main 
gate. Lehman said. "They only aggra- 
vate people . . . we don't want the ac- 
ceptance of violence here." 


So, the police were asked to leave the 


main entrance. 


Tuesday evening the college's student 


senate had approved a telegram of re- 
gret for the death of the four students 
to go to Kent State University. And, un- 
til the protest began yesterday, 500 sig- 
natures had been gained on war protest 
petitions to go to President Nixon. 


Also, the Reverend Rupert Lovely of 


the Countryside Unitarian Church of 


Plum Grove Estates will speak briefly at 
11 a.m. Friday in commemoration of the 
four students who died at Kent. 


Yesterday's activities represented the 


first full-scale political protest in the his- 
tory of Harper College. It began and end- 
ed peacefully.

Reapportionment Of Board? 


A series of proposed revisions in coun- 


ty government structure in Illinois was 
presented to the Illinois Constitution Con- 
vention 
local 
government 
committee 


Wednesday by Cook County Commission- 
ers Carl Hansen of Elk Grove Township 
and Floyd Fulle of Maine Township. 


The most significant proposal would 


change the size of the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners from 15 to 21 
and would provide for automatic reap- 
portionment of the board 
to conform 


more closely with the population balance 
between Chicago and the suburbs. 


Under the current Constitution, the 


Cook County board has 13 commission- 
ers, 10 elected from the city and five 
elected from the suburbs. The 1870 Con- 
stitution was written when there was no 
significant population in the suburban 
area and the five suburban commission- 
ers were provided to insure that Chicago 
would not have total domination on the 
county board. 


HOWEVER, THE population trend has 


been toward the suburbs and there no 
longer is a 2-1 ratio between the city and 
the suburbs. 


Hanson told the Herald Wednesday 


that under the new proposal, there would 
be an automatic realigning of the board 
after every federal census. He said cur- 
rent population of Chicago and the sub- 


urbs probably would result in 13 city 
commissioners and eight suburban com- 
missioners under the proposed change. 


If the population growth of the suburbs 


maintains its pace, by the 1980 census 
the county board \\ould be likely to have 
an 11-10 ratio one way or the other. 


Hansen said the recommendation to in- 


crease the Lize of the county board was 
made "to provide for a more workable 
legislative body." 


He said there is a need for fhe or six 


major county committees and without a 
larger board, the committees would be 
spread too thin and commissioners would 
be overwoiked. 


Another proposal by Hansen and Ful!e 


would eliminate four of the currently 
elected county positions. 


THE OFFICES WHICH would no long- 


er be elected are coroner, which would 
be replaced by a medical examiner: 
clerk, whose functions would be taken 
o\er by clerical help and a bipartisan 
election commission: recorder, whose 
duties would be assumed by the depart- 
ment of building and zoning; and circuit 
couit clerk, who would be appointed by 
the head of the judicial circuit. 


Offices which still would be elected 


would include states attorney, sheriff, 
treasurer, assessor and superintendent of 


schools. Also, the president of the county 
board would run separateh and be elect- 
ed from throughout the county. 


The proposal also would allow counties 


to enter into ";.upra-cou:ii\ ' contract.- 
dealing with special problems which re- 
quire more than just one-county partici- 
pation. Hansen mentioned :r.a^ transit 
systems as an example, an! .--aid Cook. 
DuPage. Kane and L;.kc counties could 
enter into an agreement.

"Tender loving caie for the taxpayer" 


is how Wheeling Township assessor Mar- 
shall Theroux describes the work of the 
mobile tax information van which was 
parked in the Mount Prospect Plaza 
shopping center for the last two days. 
Yesterday was its last day there. 


The mobile unit, actually a truck la- 


beled "Cook County Assessor's office of 
Information," was an attraction for close 
to 100 taxpayers with problems, ques- 
tions or gripes Tuesday and Wednesday. 
Earlier this spring the truck visited the 
Wheeling Shopping center for two days. 


For some of the taxpayers who visited 


the truck, the experience was a profit- 
able one. 


Joseph P'.'oietto of the county asses- 


sor's office told of one Wheeling woman 
who had her tax bill cut by S250 yester- 
day simply by stopping at the van. He 
explained that the woman was the new 
owner of a home for which the former 
owner had been paying taxes on for an 
incorrect assessment since 1959.

"People are reasonable; taxes are bad 


situations for everybody, but if you sit 
down and talk it over, most problems 
can be solved,"' he said. 


Theroux explained that often taxpayers 


misunderstand why their tax bill goes up 
in a given year. 


"When the bill goes up many people 


feel their assessment must have been in- 
creased, and if they haven't added any- 
thing to their homes, they decide the tax 
bill is out of line. 


"What they don't realize is that the as- 


sessor's function is to equalize an equi- 
table value and that the increases may 
be a result of changes in the tax rates 
and equalization factors rather than a re- 
assessment of the home." 


Theroux explained that persons some- 


times forget they approved a given tax 
increase for a governmental district one 
year, and then get a surprise the next 
year when their tax bill shows an in- 
crease. 


Assessments are figured not on the 


market value of the house, but on a for- 
mula which takes into account the kind 
of construction and the number and kind 
of improvements which have been added, 
Proietto said. 


IDEALLY TWO identical homes would 


be asscsed for the same base amount 
regardless of their location, be it Chicago 
or Park Forest, he noted. 


The difference in taxes between the 


suburbs is because the portion of the as- 
sessment, which is the laud value varies, 
Proietto said. As an example, he pointed 
out that land makes up 20 per cent of the 
total assessment of a house in Scarsdale 
but only 9 per cent of the assessment in 
Prospect Heights.

The fact that five fire departments had 


Drought six pumpers and two snorkel 
trucks to the scene was little comfort. 
They sat idle while the firemen took the 
ladder* to yet frightened, choking ten- 
ant.s off the balconies they were trapped 
on. 


TMK RKscl'K TIME and the lack of 


cement floors, fire walls and fire doors 
made it possible for the fire to spread 
throughout the building before firemen 
could begin fighting the fire. 


In the hours of waiting and watching 


that followed, two horrible facts were re- 
ali/cd by everyone watching. 


The building and the two adjacent to it 


which were built at the same time, was a 
fire hazard. There was no alarm system 


Judy 
Brandes 


to warn tenants about the fire. 


Once they discovered the fire, the heat 


in the one. long uninterrupted corridor on 
each floor was too intense to get through. 
There were no firewalls to confine it to 
one section and no cement floors to con- 
fine it to one level. 


THE ONLY WAY out was through the 


sliding doors and onto the balcony. First 
floor tenants could get out, but those 
with balconies on the second and third 
floors were trapped. There were no fire 
escapes down from the balconies and no 
tenants had thought to put a ladder on 
their balconies for emergencies. 


Valuable fire fighting time was spent 


rescuing people who otherwise could 
have gotten out of the burning building 
themselves. 


Legal faultfinding for the blaze is the 


responsibility of public agencies. 
But 


who should be asked for information? 
Certainly the builder. Scholz Homes. Inc. 
But they don't own the building anymore, 
and besides, it was built before the City 
of Rolling Meadows had its fire code. 


Certainly 
the tenants, 
particularly 


those in whose apartment the fire origi- 
nated. But people can be careless, and 
who worries about construction in an 


apartment complex billed as ''estate liv- 
ing in an atmosphere of quiet luxury'' 
with "the ultimate in privacy and the in- 
clusion of every amenity." 


CERTAINLY THE city. Certainly the 


city Yes. the local government charged 
with protecting the community and regu- 
lating the construction and growth of the 
town 


Every alderman who came to watch 


the magnificent pink and white brick 
apartment building burn knew it had no 
fire doors, no warning system and no 
sprinkler system. 


"It was built before the code was 


passed," they said. Well, the buck stops 
here. The code was passed two years 
ago. just after the building was built. 


Though it was a new building, it could 


have been inspected and termed a fire 
hazard until it measured up to minimum 
code requirements. 


You can close up substandard housing 


because it has no water and electric fa- 
cilities. Why can't you close up housing 
because it is a fire hazard? 


SINCE EVERYONE knew the hazard 


involved if one of the buildings in Three 
Fountains, built in pre-fire code da>s. 
went up in flames, why wasn't something 
done? 


If knowing about the hazard wasn't 


enough to convince city officials then- 
code was inadequate, wouldn't two pre- 
vious apartment building fires indicate 
something was wrong in the building 
code for large apartment complexes? 


Something will probably be done now 


to upgrade the fire code and the present 
apartment buildings in the city. The ciu 
has been lucky the last three times fire 
has hit one of its apartment buildings, 
there have been no fatalities. 


There could have been this time. Just 


think, what might have happened if the 
fire broke out while everyone in the 
building was asleep?

All along the creek there was the 


offensive evidence that it was 
being treated a.s a public dumping 
ground, with residents near its 
banks using it to dispose of old 
shopping carts, grass and tree cut- 
tings, 
cans, 
bottles 
and vari- 


ous other kinds of trash. In other 
areas, where logs, branches and 
other natural debris had backed 
up. there had been no effort to 
clear it away 


The result is not only unsighth, 


but a ha/.ard to navigation ot the 


creek, and a cause oi' stagnation of 
the water and springtime flooding. 


In short, a potential major recre- 


ational asset is being wasted, and 
the very people who are suffering 
the most carry the blame. 


Only a few areas — such as 


Plum Grove Estates — had any at- 
tention been paid to care of the 
creek, and there its clean banks 
and smooth flow underlined the po- 
tential. If only the people along the 
river's course cared enough. 


Salt Creek obviously is not alone 


as a channel that has been dis- 
graced, but the plight of that little 
tributary through our suburbs rem- 
inds that the fight for the environ- 
ment indeed does begin in our 
back yards.

A couple of fellows in Buffalo Grove 


and Arlington Heights find themselves in 
the midst of a growing carnival games 
business, thanks to a franchise tliey 
bought last winter. 


And. at latest report, their business is 


growing and they are having a good time 
with it. 


They hold one of (he more man 670,000 


franchises that have been sold to in- 
vestors from more than 1,200 different 
franchisors offering franchises m every- 
thing from hamburgers to hired help. 


AND AT I'lHST glance, the franchising 


concept appears to be a certain winner: 
both for the franchise buyer and for the 
franchisor For the franchise buyer, the 
purchase of a franchise business offers 
him a chance to be his own boss. It of- 
fers him a chance to build a growing 
business through his own efforts. And. 
presumably because the franchisor is 
well versed in the type of business he is 
selling, tho risk of starting a new con- 
cern is less for the franchise buyer. The 
franchisor offers him the necessary ex- 
pertise in making a go of the business. 


And for the potential franchisor, en- 


trance into the franchising game looks 
good too. K a merchant has started a 
new commercial operation and made a 
success out of it. why not become a 
franchisor and sell his ideas to others. 
One franchising consultant said recently 
he could set up almost any kind of fran- 
chising operation for almost any type-of 
commercial venture for a few thousand 
dollars and a month of time. 


BUT THERE ARE rubs to all the glit- 


ter, gold and growth ostensibly con- 
nected with the franchise world. 


In testimony to a Congressional com- 


mittee, Robert M. Dias, president of the 
National Association of Franchised Busi- 
nessmen, stated, "While the franchise in- 
dustry has great potential for the resur- 
gence of the independent businessman . . 


. . the promise does not square with the 
facts." 


Dias' comments to the committee were 


outlined in a newsletter published by the 
NAFB. Dias acknowledged the growth of 
the franchising business (the statistics on 
franchise growth stated above are his) 
but noted, according to the newsletter. 
"The rapid growth has also contributed 
to illegal and unethical practices that 
lure the uninitiated with their life sav- 
ings into the unexpected complexities of 
franchising." 


The NAFB newsletter also listed some 


of the "baits" used to entice the fran- 
chise buyer: "Attractive and persuasive 
ads in respectable news media, and the 
misleading use of individual success sto- 
ries; big name sports, entertainment and 
other personalities endorsing products 
and services: pro-franchise promises of 
rich returns with little or no hint of pos- 
sible pitfalls " 


Now. all this is not to say there is not a 


profit to be made by franchise holders. 
Just the opposite is true. By and large 
franchising has been profitable, both for 
the franchise buyer and the seller. 


BUT. SUCCESS HAS brought in the un- 


scrupulous operator. He has set up his 
offerings for those who do not investigate 


thoroughly enough a franchise they are 
considering purchasing 


The result is. as the NAFB points out. 


that fuller disclosure of franchisor oper- 
ations, and perhaps some governmental 
regulation, ought to be considered for the 
franchising business. 


And. in the mean time the potential 


franchise bu\er should look long, hard 
and objectively at a franchise operation 
before he makes up his mind whether or 
not to buy it

mare." said Karen Wood. 


The elfin brunette on the hotel room 


couch delivered her judgment without 
heat, in a crisp matter-of-fact voice. A 
display of emotion would have been su- 
perfluous. 


"It's worse than knowing the worst, 


this being suspended." she said. "At 
least you can deal with the fact of death. 
You know what it is and where you are. 
But this, this frustration — it's plain 
hell." 


Karen Wood's nightmare began Feb. 6. 


196", the day her husband. Patrick, a 
U.S. Air Force lieutenant colonel, went 
down in enemy fire over Quang Binh 
province. North Vietnam. He never was 
confirmed as killed in action, and the 
North Vietnamese do not release names 
of prisoners of war. So Col. Wood's 32- 
year-old wife and six children still do not 
know whether he is alive or dead. 


"I'm not under any illusions." Mrs. 


Wood said. "The circumstances of his ac- 
cident were extremely bad. Only a mir- 
acle could bring him back to me now. 
But until a list of names comes out or 
until the North Vietnamese tell me he is 
not in a prison camp in North Vietnam 
we sit here suspended." 


KAREN WOOD'S plight is not unique 


in the history of the Vietnam War. But 
recently she and a group of wives in Tuc- 
son. Ariz., whose husbands also are miss- 
ing in combat took some action of their 
own. They set out on a tour of European 
capitals seeking official support for a 
campaign to get Hanoi to release names 
of U.S. servicemen held prisoner. 


Belgrade was the only Communist cap- 


ital on the itinerary. It yielded a promise 
of help from Red Cross officials — but 
little else concrete. 


It's been tough going — especially at 


home. Karen Wood, V'crna van Loan and 
Shirley Appleby have been without their 
men for three years. All have children. 


Until mid-April, when Verna van Loan 


learned by long-distance telephone that 
a letter from her husband Jack, a major, 
had arrived for her in Tucson, she also 
did not know for sure whether she still 
had a husband. 


"I'm a very optimistic person in all 


respects," Mrs. Van Loan said. A trim 
blonde of 35, she displayed more surface 
assurance than either of her two com- 
panions. 


"WHEN I WAS notified of my hus- 


band's accident I was also told the com- 
plete situation — that he ejected success- 
fully and had a good parachute. He went 
down in a heavily populated area. 


"So I added up the odds and decided 


his chances of being alive were excellent. 
I relayed this to the children . . . told 
them I was almost sure their father was 
a prisoner." she said. "So they've talked 
for the last three years about 'when' 
Daddy comes home rather than 'if.' " 


Things have been less hopeful for Shir- 


ley Appleby. 34. One man was seen bail- 
ing out of her husband's two-seater F4 
jet Oct. 7. 1967, before it plunged out of 
control into clouds southwest of Hanoi. 
That man probably was not her husband, 
according to available evidence. 


"I really feel as though it would be a 


miracle if my husband is brought back to 
me under these circumstances," 
she 


said. "But things have to go on, don't 
they? I teach school part-time — math- 
ematics, afternoons. I couldn't run a 
house by myself so it's up to the children 
to help. The summer my husband was in 
Vietnam I got my degree in chemistry, 
but I didn't know whether to pursue it 
further or go once and for all into teach- 
ing. I still don't know." 


the effects of the uncertainty, all three 


women agreed, are seen most graph- 
ically in children, 


KAREN WOODS: "By the middle of 


August. 1967, we had moved from our 
home in Wisconsin to Tucson. The first 
year there was very difficult. The chil- 
dren really withdrew. Christopher, who's 
now 11, and Paul, 9, went completely 
into their shells. You could see every- 
thing falling apart. You couldn't tell 
whether they accepted what had hap- 
pened or not because there was just no 
discussion of it. The next year was a 
little better. But it still goes from day to 
day — whether they have a daddy or 
whether they don't have a daddy. 


"The youngest children have just made 


up stories about him from what I've been 
able to tell them, from what the older 
ones know, from 
pictures they see, 


they've combined a grandfather, their 
friends' fathers, everything into one com- 
posite picture." 


VERNA VAN LOAN: "My 4-year-old, 


Douglas, looks at airplanes in the sky 
and asks if that's his daddy up there. We 
were in Scotland when I was notified my 
husband might be a prisoner. I told the 
children, and they looked at me, all three 
of them, as though I were telling them 
something they'd known all along. Yet, 
when we got back to Tucson, my 10-year- 
old, Stephen, went directly into his room 
and came out in about five minutes 
wearing one of those huge buttons with a 
message you can make yourself. It read 
'My Dad is alive.' I realized only then 
that he'd been living with a lot more un- 
certainty that he had communicated. He 
wore the button for two days." 


SHIRLEY APPLEBY: "The children 


know everything I know — exactly. They 
never ask questions because they know I 
don't know any more than they. We go 
on picnics, go to the movies, spend a lot 
of time making crafts together. They're 
responsible for their own chores around 
the house." 


Each woman has coped differently 


with the possibility her man might never 
return. 


"I just wish we knew. I really haven't 


tried to play the roles of both father and 
mother," Mrs. Wood said. "I don't think

I'd do too well as a father. It's so unreal 
this way, so artificial. Sure — I've pretty 
much made up my mind, but it's not just 
a matter of that. Until I have something 
absolutely concrete to go on it doesn't do 
me a bit of good to make up my mind 
one way or the other." 


"I was sure in my own mind almost 


from the start that my husband was 
alive," Mrs. Van Loan said. "But I had 
to talk to myself constantly the first 
week or two, muttering he is alive, he is 
alive and he's been captured. I felt that 
if the time came — and it still may. de- 
spite what has just happened with this 
letter, — that he did not come home that 
would be time enough for me to tell my 
children their father is not alive. But 
only then. I never wanted my children to 
have to live with the uncertainty I've had 
to." 


"IT'S DIFFICULT to make great plans 


for the future this way," Mrs. Appleby 
said. "If I knew my husband really 
were not coming back, I'd go on and do 
something — try a master's in chemistr- 
try, perhaps. I really feel you have to 
live 
for today and not for something that may 
happen in the future. I can't see wives 
just sitting around and biding their times 
for years. . .1 have to prepare myself to 
do something to provide for my family, 
some kind of an occupation so we can 
live and eat."

After i.fino hours of classroom and on- 


the job training, each one of Miss Kath- 
li'cn Arns' practical nursing students at 
Harprr College "have a pretty uood idea 
if this lino of work is really for them." 


Each clay for 47 weeks and a ten-week 


summer session, her students pain clini- 
cal experience in medical-surgical nurs- 
ing, pediatrics, obstetrics and geriatrics. 


The 
extensive 
clinical 
training 
at 


Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights and at St. Alexius Hospi- 
tal in Klk drove is designed not only to 
supplement their course work at Harper, 
but also to give students a realistic view 
of their chosen field. 


'•Many girls stay with the program," 


Miss Arns said. "But a few decide 
they're in the wrong field." 


A PRACTICAL nurse, she said, must 


be able to give aid and comfort in more 
ways than changing a dressing or taking 
a patient's blood pressure. 


•'Sometimes they are required to talk, 


juke or just be a friend to patients rang- 
ing from the very old to the little guy in 
the TV lounge." she said. 


Miss Arns. a registered nurse with 


more than 10 years experience, said 22 of 
her students who range in age from high 
school graduates to middle-age house- 
wives, will be eligible to take state board 
exams at the end of this year. 


"People come and enroll in my class 


for many reasons. Some are fresh out of 
school and looking for an interesting job, 
others, for example are recent widows 
who must support their kids, and still 
others are just housewives with time on 
their hands." 


THE PRACTICAL nurse is the middle 


man in three stages of nursing. She is a 
person who gives nursing care under the 
supervision of a registered nurse or phy- 
sician, but who is more advanced than 
the nursing aid. 


As Miss Arns put it: "The nursing aid 


saws boards, the practical nurse builds 
cabinets, and the registered nurse builds 
skyscrapers." 


A relatively new field, Miss Arns said 


practical nursing got its start in World 
War II "when there was a need for a 
semi-skilled task force without any tech- 
nical math and science background." 


And on any given morning at North- 


west Community, Miss Arns' task force 
can be seen jutting from room to room, 
in one door and out the other, and maybe 
pausing occasionally for a drink at the 
water cooler. 


BY THE END OF this summer these 


girls will be gone. Some will have 
dropped out of the program, but most 
will be placed as licensed practical nurs- 
es in local hospitals. 


With applications now being accepted 


at Harper for the September, 1970 class, 
Miss Arns will soon have to prepare an- 
other group of students and housewives 
for another 1,600 hour session to help 
these girls decide whether "this line of 
work is really for them."

Ihr 220-yard dash) and competes for the 
Mayor Dnlcy Youth Foundation team. 
S h e d o e s n ' t p a r t i c i p a t e Inter- 
arlmlailically through the DCS Plalne.s 
Valley Conference because, naturally, 
there are no girls' track teams in the 
DPVC. 


The same thing is true of the Mid-Sub- 


urban League , . . at least for the time 
being. 


But something is being done about the 


so-called weaker sex In sports. Starting 
next fall, the high schools in District 214 
— Arlington, Prospect. Forest View, 
Wheeling. Elk Grove and Hersey — will 
have a definite girls' programs set up. 


The girls will be trying out for four 


sports: golf and tennis in the fall and 
archery and badminton in the spring. 
And — probably the most important 
meaningful change of all — the girl ath- 
letes at each school will have two female 
coaches. The title "coach" has been used 
in the past, but it will be an actual title 
with more respect as well as com- 
pensation attached. 


Intri^cltoliutlc competition has brcn 


going on several years in the area, but 
the 10'ivTl year will see it in a much 
morr organized manner. 


Presently, two bodies — one locally 


and the statewide — are trying to assist 
in setting up guidelines. Both, however, 
are directly connected to the area by one 
man, Bob Tipsword, athletic director of 
Elk Grove High School. 


Tipword was appointed to the Girls 


Athletic 
Association's advisory com- 


mittee n short time ago. This association 
and committee arc directly under the su- 
pervision of the Illinois High School Asso- 
ciation. 


Amone those who attended the spring 


meeting 
i the other is held in the fall) 


with Tipsword were Harry Fitzhugh, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the IHSA, and Ola 
Bundy. assistant executive secretary. 


This committee makes recommenda- 


tions to the Board of Directors of the 
IHSA, the final ruling body. Later this 
month, the results of these recommenda- 
tions will be revealed. 


Tipsword asked that those women who 


had suggestions to write Mrs. Bundy or 
himself and they would make sure that 
their ideas would he presented to the ad- 
visory committee. 


Last Tuesday, at a regular bi-monthly 


meeting of the District 214 athletic direc- 
tors and Howard Lester — district coor- 
dinator of physical welfare and driver 
education, the problems of setting up a 
girls' program were discussed. 


The suggestions culled from these men 


will be presented to the Administrative 
Council for consideration. This group is 
made up of the superintendent of the dis- 
trict, his two assistants and the six prin- 
cipals. They will reveal their decisions 
later this month. 


Hopefully, these men will make the 


right decisions for they will be setting up 
the foundation for girls' athletics. 


Right now there are two other ways in 


which girls can participate in sports be- 
sides the interscholastic meets — sports 
days and play days. 


The big difference between the two 


days is that the girls represent their 
school in competition with one or more 
schools in a particular sport in a sports 
day. At a play day, all the schools' par- 
ticipants are thrown together and there 
are mixed teams. 


Such sports as field hockey, volleyball, 


softball. swimming, bowling and track 
and field are played. The only require- 
ment is that a school can only partici- 
pate twice in one particular sport during 
a season and there are three seasons in 
one school year. 


Thrse latter means for girls to com- 


pete have brcn going on for quite some 
time, but they arc for mainly those girls 
with average ability. The interscholastic 
sports will be for the gifted girls . . . and 
there are more than many people think. 


A strong setup for 
interscholastic 


sports is vital if the girls are to have a 
successful inaugural year in organized 
athletics. It is hoped that they will re- 
ceive such organization ... it has been a 
long time coming.

Once in a while I encounter a recipe 


which rcpreserts the truly great cooking 
which developed in rural America. Most 
recipes were handed down either by 
word of mouth or by demonstration from 
mother to daughter 


Unhappily many of these great recipes 


become lost as generations pass, so that 
1 try to record as many as possible to 
contribute in a small way to the heritage 
of future cooks. 


This one is for banana nut cake from 


the kitchen of Mrs. Johnny Johnston in 
Franklin County, Illinois, and if you're 
worried about calories, don't bake it! 


Sift 3 cups all-purpose flour; then stir 


in 2 teaspoons baking powder and 1 tea- 
spoon baking soda. Cream 4 cup lard 
(or other shortening, if desired) and add 
2 cups sugar and 2 beaten eggs. 


ALTERNATE DRY ingredients with 1 


cup buttermilk, adding both to the short- 
ening mixture. Stir until well blended. 
Add 1 cup mashed ripe bananas and % 


cup 'iickory nut meats (or pecans or wal- 
nuts). 


Pour into 3 well-greased 9-inch cake 


pans and bake 25 to 30 minutes in pre- 
heated 350-degree oven. 


For the icing, stir 5 tablespoons of 


flour into 1 cup sweet milk and cock until 
thick Allow to cool Beat 1 cup sugar 
with 1 
2 pound softened butter or marga- 


rine until fluffy. 


Add the cold mixture and again beat 


until fluffy. Ice individual lavers; as- 
semble, then ice sides. Top with nuts if 
desired 


Thio makes a nice, large cake «hich 


will serve 12 or more people. 


STRANGE AS IT may seem. I ran re- 


call Sunday or holiday dinners in the 
country when a cake like this was one of

NEW YORK (UPI) - When Lee Har- 


vey Oswald was 13-years-old, his mother 
was advised that her son was disturbed 
and needed help, but she rejected the 
warning. The assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy came 11 years later. 


Dr. Arnold Hutschnecker, an internist 


now practicing psychosomatic medicine, 
is convinced that this act of violence and 
others like it might have been prevented 
had they been dealt with at the childhood 
level. 


Hutschnecker, whose theory has come 


under severe challenge from some gov- 
ernment and professional authorities, be- 
lieves that through early testing the 
"criminal mind" can be detected and 
"the younger the child the better the 
c h a n c e s of reversing disturbed or 
delinquent tendencies." 


"All of us have aggressions that must 


be set free," the physician said in an 
interview. 


"If a child's are supprcsesserd, he be- 


comes difficult — a sense of hopelessness 
ensues. As he grows older, he turns to 
drugs or liquor and eventually to out- 
bursts of violence." 


Hutschnecker last December submitted 


to President Nixon — who once was his

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patient — recommendations on com- 
batting crime by early detection of the 
criminal mind through testing, followed 
by therapy. The President forwarded 
them to the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare (HEW) this month. 
There, the proposals were rejected after 
encountering sharp criticism not only 
from several HEW officials but from 
many professional groups, psychologists, 
psychiatrists, and sociologists. 


"I was appalled at the way the propos- 


als were distorted and misread," Hut- 
schnecker said. "I said nothing about a 
'bad seed' or snatching poor black chil- 
dren with delinquent tendencies from 
their homes and putting them in deten- 
tion camps." 


In the interview, Hutschnecker, a grad- 


uate of the University of Berlin and au- 
thor of the bestseller "The Will to Live," 
summarized his now controversial rec- 
ommendations. 


"The President sent me a copy of the 


final report of the National Commission 
of the Causes and Prevention of Violence 
and asked for my opinion, indicating that 
he felt there must be other methods to 
handle the problem than just more po- 
lice." Hutschnecker said. 


The Hartman Inventory, developed by 


Professor Robert Hartman of the Univer- 
sity of Mexico, and the Glueck Pre- 
diction Table, devised by Professors 
Sheldon and Eleanor Glueck, eriminolog- 
ists from Harvard University, are two 
tests that Hutschnecker recommended. 


However, Hutschnecker said he prefers 


the Hartman test because it is less ex- 
pensive and computerized for quick and 
easy interpretation. This test, designed 
to measure reactions to violent and be- 
nign acts, comes in two parts. 


Part one. which tests extrinsic or outer 


values, consists of such phrases as ''a 
good meal." ''slavery,'' "a baby," and 
"to torture a person in a concentration 
camp." Part two, a test of intrinsic or 
inner values, includes phrases like "I 
love the beauty of the world" and "I 


curse the day I was born." For the 
younger child, pictures are used in place 
of words. 


The meaning of the phrases is to be 


judged according to goodness or badness, 
placing the good item on top. "The dis- 
turbed person will stick out like a sore 
thumb." Hutschnecker said, "invariably 
putting the bad item on top." 


He added that the Hartman test, which 


he said is being used by the Mexican 
g o v e r n m e n t , has correctly shown 
delinquent tendencies in 6-year-olds in 9 
out of 10 cases. 


Hutschnecker feels that most parents 


uould not object to his proposal if they 
understood it was being done in the inter- 
est of the child and would eventually 
benefit the family and society. 


Prison Criticism 
Irritates 
Official

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (UPI)—With 


the nation as crime conscious as it is 
these days, Fred T. Wilkinson wishes 
people who take public stands on its 
causes and cures would be more careful 
to get their facts straight. 


Wilkinson, last warden of Alcatraz, a 


former U.S. deputy director of prisons 
and now director of the Missouri Depart- 
ment of Corrections, makes no effort to 
hide his irritation with what he regards 
as loose, uninformed criticism of Ameri- 
can prisons, especially in the area of re- 
habilitation. 


Not long ago, Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, 


D-Conn., 
a 
leading spokesman in 


Congress for prison reform, expressed 
sharp criticism of prison administrators 
and policies on a nationwide television 
program Wilkinson took angry exception 
in a letter to the senator, writing him: 


"I was shocked at the statements 


you 
made 
on corrections and prison 


management. You seemed to be carried 
away by compulsive criticism of correc- 
tions., 


"For example, you stated that 90 per 


cent of corrections budgets were for cus- 
todial purposes such as 'whips, clubs, 
etc., I suggest you give some thought to 
how so-called criminals are developed. 
Your 
general 
statements 
that they 


are developed in prison confinement 
leads one to wonder how much thought 
you have really given to this whole mat- 
ter of the offender... 


"We know that every resource in 


society has failed, when the individual as 
a last resort is confined. The prison pop- 
ulation is made up for an absolute 100 
per cent of failures —failure on the part 
of the school, church, parents, the courts, 
the community and society in general." 


Wilkinson has spent most of his adult 


years working with prisons and prison- 
ers. A native of North Carolina, he en- 
tered prison service as a federal correc- 
tional officer at Atlanta. He later spent 
five years on the Bureau of Prisons staff 
in Washington, D.C., then served as war- 
den of federal prisons at Mill Point, 
W.Va., Petersburg, Va., McNeil Island, 
Wash., Lewisburg, Pa., and Atlanta, Ga. 


He planned and directed the closing of 


Alcatraz Prison on March 21, 1963, and 
became head 
of 
Missouri's 
prison 


system April 1,1965. 


Wilkinson is annoyed by what he calls 


"the tendency of probation and parole 
advocates to build at the expense of so- 
c a l l e d failures of correctional in- 
stitutions," but he agrees improvements 
in penal systems must be made. 


"Programs must be developed for 


people inside the institutions to assist 
them to learn initiative to buttress their

low any inmate to earn an adequate 
wage and achieve a high standard of liv- 
ing equal to those in the community who 
do not have the handicap of a prison 
record

WASH1NGTIN 'UPD - I wonder if 


other motorists were as amazed as I uas 
by the findings of the Tire Industry Safe- 
ty Council. 


The council, as you may know 
has 


been doing some research on the causes 
of tire troubles, and its recent report was 
a real eye-opener 


Among other things, it discovered that 


tires with the treads worn off "are up to 
in times more likely to have flats than 
new tires " 


I read that over three or four times to 


make certain it said what I thought it 
said Which it did But I was still dubious 
so I called up a tire salesman I know for 
confirmation 


"Is it true that the chances of hating a 


flat are greater with worn out tires than 
with new tires'" I asked 


"That's right." he assured me 
"I 


know it's hard to believe, but the Tire 
Industry Safety Council has the figures 
to prove it."

have come about

like you sec in television commercials. A

group of engineers wearing identical 
white coveralls are standing around a 
couple of identical automobiles — identi- 
cal, that is. except for one thing. 


Car "A" has been outfitted with a new 


set of super dynedral epoxy tires with 
polygrip randomized tieads and 10-ply 
double-crossed knitted belts. 


Car "B" on the other hand is wearing 


the same kind of tires after they have 
been driven for 76000 miles inside the 
crater of a live volcano 


At the drop of a checkered flag by the 


chief engineer, two drivers wearing 


crash helmets leap into the cars and 
speed off down the test track, which is 
strewn with railroad crossties, swizzle 
sticks, crochet needles and other ob- 
stacles. 


Car "B" goes a total of 10 feet before 


the right rear tire blows out Car "A," 
however, continues to circle the track for 
40 days and 40 nights 


The engineers all have clipboards upon 


which they are recording this data 
At the end of the test period, the raw 
figures are fed into a computer \vhich 
makes a statistical correlation. 


While awaiting the computer print-out, 


which will give the final outcome of the

A delegation of Timbercrest subdivi- 


sion residents is expected to attend 
tonight's Dist. 54 school board meeting in 
Helen 
Keller Junior High at 
eight 


o'clock. 


The residents are opposed to adminis- 


tration plans for busing Timbercrest pu- 
pils to Schaumburg School next fall in a 
split shift schedule. 


However, the Timbercrest parents are 


not expected to be too vocal at the board 
meeting. The Dist. 54 board will take ac- 
tion on a classroom utilization plan for 
1970-71 recommended by the building and 
sites committee of the board and Dist. 54 
school administrators. 


According to one Timbercrest resident, 


the board was made aware of the feel- 
ings of Timbercrest parents at the April 
27 board committee meeting, and there 
appears to be no alternative other than 
the proposed attendance plan 


"IT WAS SO CUT and dried the otlrcr 


night (April 271 that we don't think 
there's any use in making additional 
statements to the board," said. Mrs. 
Richard Lowthorp, 223 Hickory Lane, 
Timbercrest, who has a son in first 
grade at Blackhawk School. 


Mrs. Lowthorp said she expected be- 


tween 30 and 40 parents to attend 
tonight's board meeting to see what ac- 
tion the board takes. 


"We're hoping the board rejects the 


plan. We're very much against double 
shifts for our children," she stated. 


"But we can't come up with 03 class- 


rooms. And the board has to look at the 
classroom problem district-wide," Mrs. 
Lowthorp stated. 


In regard to proposed double-shifts in 


Dist. 54 next year, the Timbercrest par- 
ent commented: "It's a tolerable situ- 
ation, but it's not a desirable one." 


MRS. LOWTHORP said she felt that 


pupils in a double-shift program experi- 
ence a 25 per cent loss in their education. 


"I think double shifts are harder on 


primary pupils than on 5th and 6th grade 
children," contended Mrs. Lowthorp. 
"This is when they receive the founda- 
tion for learning." 


"Personally, I think builders should 


provide schools along with their devel- 
opments."

week-long flag lowering, which would he- 
gin at 11 a.m.

Harvey 
will then discuss the matter with Dr.

been toward the suburbs and there no 
longer is a 2-1 ratio between the city and 
the suburbs. 


Hansen told the Herald Wednesday 


that under the new proposal, there would 
be an automatic realigning of the board 
after every federal census. He said cu-- 
rent population of Chicago and the sub- 
urbs probably would result in 13 city 
commissioners and eight suburban com- 
missioners under the proposed change. 


If the population growth of the suburbs 


maintains its pace, by the 191)0 census 
the county board would be likely to have 
an 11-10 ratio one way or the other. 


Hansen said the recommendation to in- 


crease the size of the county board was 
made "to provide for a more workable 
legislative body." 


He said there is a need for five or six 


major county committees and without a 
larger board, the committees would be 
spread too thin and commissioners would 
be overworked. 


Another proposal by Hansen ami Fulle 


would eliminate four of the currently 
elected county positions. 


THE OFFICES WHICH would no long- 


er be elected are coroner, which would 
be replaced by a medical examiner; 
clerk, whose functions would be taken 
over by clerical help and a bipartisan 
election 
commission; 
recorder, 
whose 


duties would be assumed by the depart- 
ment of building and zoning; and circuit 
court clerk, who would be appointed by 
the head of the judicial circuit. 


Offices which still would be elected 


would include states attorney, sheriff, 
treasurer, assessor and superintendent of 
schools. Also, the president of the county 
board would run separately and be elect- 
ed from throughout the county. 


The proposal also would allow counties 


to enter into "supra-county" contracts 
dealing with special problems which re- 
quire more than just one-county partici- 
pation. Hansen mentioned mass transit 
systems as an example, and said Cook, 
DuPage, Kane and Lake counties could 
enter into an agreement. 


Hansen is the newest member of the

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Peace Overwhelms Protest at Harper

Harper College in Palatine yesterday 


experienced and withstood a political 
protest which threatened to involve off- 
campus policemen from Palatine. 


Before noon about 10 students lowered 


the American and Illinois flags to half- 


staff in memory of the four Kent State 
University students slain earlier this 
week while protesting American in- 
volvement in Cambodia. 


Two hours later, after negotiations, 


discussions, and a mini-confrontation, the 
students peacefully agreed to raise the 


flag and petition the college for the right 
to lower the flag tomorrow in memory of 
the students. 


Officials of the college's Student Sen- 


ate, including president Donald Duffy of 
Rolling Meadows, immediately began 
circulating petitions to gain support for a 


week-long flag lowering, which would be- 
gin at 11 a.m. Friday. 


THE PETITIONS will be presented to 


Dr. James Harvey, vice president for 
student affairs, this morning. Harvey 
will then discuss the matter with Dr. 
Robert Lahti, college president, and poll 


the college's board of trustees. 


If they approve, the flag will go to half- 


staff Friday. Harvey told the Herald a 
"valid indication" of student support was 
necessary, unless a counter-petition cir- 
culates. 


The fracas around the flag pole began 


at about 11 a.m. yesterday, when several 
students lowered the flags to half-staff 
and surrounded the American flagpole. 


Harvey told the Herald he asked them 


twice to raise the flag to full staff, as the

Township Taxpayers Given 'Loving Care'

"Tender loving care for the taxpayer" 


is how Wheeling Township assessor Mar- 
shall Theroux describes the work of the 
mobile tax information van which was 
parked in the Mount Prospect Plaza 
shopping center for the last two days. 
Yesterday was its last day there. 


The mobile unit, actually a truck la- 


beled "Cook County Assessor's office of 
Information," was an attraction for close 
to 100 taxpayers with problems, ques- 
tions or gripes Tuesday and Wednesday. 
Earlier this spring the truck visited the 
Wheeling Shopping center for two days. 


For some of the taxpayers who visited 


the truck, the experience was a profit- 
able one. 


Joseph Proietto of the county asses- 


sor's office told of one Wheeling woman 
who had her tax bill cut by $250 yester- 
day simply by stopping at the van. He 


explained that the woman was the new 
owner of a home for which the former 
owner had been paying taxes on for an 
incorrect assessment since 1959. Because 
the problem was a clear cut one, the cor- 
rection of the tax bill could be made 
right at the van, and the woman went 
home with a drastically cut tax bill. 


OTHER PROBLEMS brought to the 


van by local taxpayers may not be as 
easily solved however, and may require 
the assessor's office to send out a field 
inspector to investigate the owners com- 
plaint. 


Both Wheeling and Elk Grove township 


taxpayers and a few people from other 
suburban areas have stopped in the unit 
this week, Proietto said. 


Some of the taxpayers have come 


merely to have their assessments or tax 
bills explained, while others have come 
to have their assessment verified. 


Proietto suggests that all taxpayers 


should occassionaly verify their assess- 
ment record to see that the correct infor- 
mation about construction and improve- 
ments in their home is recorded. 


None of the people with tax complaints 


were really angry, Proietto said. 


"People are reasonable; taxes are bad 


situations for everybody, but if you sit 
down and talk it over, most problems 
can be solved," he said. 


Theroux explained that often taxpayers 


misunderstand why their tax bill goes up 
in a given year. 


"When the bill goes up many people 


feel their assessment must have been in- 
creased, and if they haven't added any- 
thing to their homes, they decide the tax 
bill is out of line. 


"What they don't realize is that the as- 


sessor's function is to equalize an equi- 
table value and that the increases may 


be a result of changes in the tax rates 
and equalization factors rather than a re- 
assessment of the home." 


Theroux explained that persons some- 


times forget they approved a given tax 
increase for a governmental district one 
year, and then get a surprise the next 
year when their tax bill shows an in- 
crease. 


Assessments are figured not on the 


market value of the house, but on a for- 
mula which takes into account the kind 
of construction and the number and kind 
of improvements which have been added, 
Proietto said. 


IDEALLY TWO identical homes would 


be assesed for the same base amount 
regardless of their location, be it Chicago 
or Park Forest, he noted. 


The difference in taxes between the 


suburbs is because the portion of the as- 
sessment, which is the land value varies, 


Proietto said. As an example, he pointed 
out that land makes up 20 per cent of the 
total assessment of a house in Scarsdale 
but only 9 per cent of the assessment in 
Prospect Heights. 


Another misconception Proietto men- 


tioned is that people don't realize general 
home maintenance and repairs do not in- 
crease the assessment on a home. 


A list of many improvements which 


are considered as upkeep and do not af- 
fect an assessment is available at the 
mobile van or from the county assessors 
office. 


AMONG THE improvements which 


will not increase assessment are replac- 
ing fences, porches or steps, constructing 
a patio or paved parking area, painting, 
or building a screened-in or open porch. 


Inside additions which will not affect 


assessment include rewiring, replacing 
plumbing fixtures, adding closets, and 
replacing walls, ceilings, or flooring. 


Kay Kacena, devised a method to allow 
blind students to participate in games 
and sports right along with their sighted 
classmates. 


"Kay's idea was that you either teach 


them or they don't get taught, and I went 
along with her on this," she recalled.

all Dist. 21 schools, although Whitman, 
with nearly 140 volunteers this year, re- 
mains the leader in attracting volunteers 
to the program. 


Team teaching, another innovation 


Miss Wienke introduced at the school, in- 
volves the use of a team of two teachers 
instructing one class of students. 


The Whitman principal said this meth- 


od allows for more individual attention 10 
each student. 


"Educators need to take steps to affect 


change in the way we teach kids. We 
need to teach individually. We can't 
teach masses of students, and team 
teaching is one step in this direction." 


It's obvious that Whitman's principal is 


a big supporter of innovation in educa- 
tion. "I'd like to see more schools move 
toward new programs." she said. "In the 
past, we educators haven't developed 
students who can cope with a changing 
world. They must think, not merely pup- 
pet back to us what we put into their 
heads. If they can't think for themselves. 
they won't be able to get along in years 
hence. They'll be waiting for someone to 
put the facts into their heads for them." 


ALTHOUGH SHE'S eager to start 


work on her doctorate degree. Miss 
Wienke admitted she does have some 
regrets about leaving Whitman. 


"I'm 
very sentimental about 
this 


school. This was where I first started 
teaching." 


How about a position as a school super- 


intendent some day? The principal an- 
swered with a qualified "maybe.'' 


"I know of only two women superin- 


tendents in the state, but I might like it 
some day. provided that I could master 
all the financial ins and outs." 


She added, "I've never known of any 


woman who really worked who couldn't 
get where she wanted to go. I guess in 
this respect I'd have to disagree with the 
women in the feminist movement," she 
concluded.

Harper Pupils Do ^Their Thing' Too

Seventy-two hours earlier the main 


building's entrance had been filled with 
dignitaries, loudspeakers, bands and a 
formal, starchy and official dedication 
ceremony. 


Y e s t e r d a y noon the plaza was 


crowded, often by 100 students, bringing 
an informal and very unofficial protest, 
the first in Harper's history, to campus. 


It was a sudden and unexpected pro- 


test, a protest which sprang almost 
spontaneously out of Harper's traditional 
political apathy. Two students at about 
11 a.m. lowered a flag to half-staff, and 
that moment Harper joined the company 
of Northwestern, University of Illinois, 
University of Wisconsin and about 100 
other campuses as protest spots. 


THERE WAS NO leadership, just as 


there are few full-time radicals at Har- 
per. The students just joined together 


and forced the administration to threaten 
to call in the campus police. 


And the serious and sometimes hu- 


morous protest was caused by the sud- 
den, violent deaths of four students Mon- 
day afternoon on a sunny campus in 
Kent, Ohio. 


"The ones that really care are here. 


You've gotta break rules occasionally to 
make a point,1' said Greg, who wouldn't 
give his last name. 


"It's a symbol of mourning," said a 


girl, as she looked up at the flag. 


Inside, five administrators sat quietly 


in the business manager's office 
and 


planned how they would cope with the 
coming confrontation. 


James Harvey, vice president for aca- 


demic affairs, grinned unhappily as he 
rose to lead his group outside to the con- 
frontation.

D u f f y , whose armband glistened 


slightly in the sunshine, had been talking 
to the administrators all morning. He 
was preparing to head back to his office 
and begin churning out petitions. 


The plaza was quiet. Nearby, the col- 


lege's security bus puttered away. Some 
of the students were walking back inside 
to classes. 


"We'll shoot for tomorrow morning on 


the petitions." Duffy said. 


But a student quietly interrupted him: 
"Why not avoid the word 'shoot' ", he 


said. 


Okay Transportation Study 


The Elk Grove Village Board Tuesday 


voted 4-0 to participate in a joint trans- 
portation study of 15 Northwest suburban 
communities. 


The board reversed its decision of 


March 3 in which trustees voted 4-2 not 
to participate in the study which had 
been proposed by Elk Grove Village 
Pres. Jack Pahl. 


Pahl has 
constantly said a com- 


prehensive study of all forms of trans- 
portation in the suburbs is needed. 


GAINING APPROVAL Pahl pointed 


out that at least seven other communities 
have approved of the study including 
Mount Prospect. Arlington Heights, Buf- 
falo Grove, Schaumburg. Rolling Mea- 
dows, and Wheeling. 


Each communily has been asked to 


contribute to the study on a 10-conts-per- 
cnpita basis with Elk Grove Village's 
share $2,000. Total cost would be almost 
S35.000. 


Sponsoring tlio study is the Northwest 


Municipal Conferences of which Pahl is a 
past president and now chairman of the 
transportation committee. 


The purpose of the study would be to 


determine the transportation needs of 
residents, senior citizens, industry, com- 
merce, and students in one of the fastest 
growing areas in the country. 


TO DO THE STUDY, Pahl has recom- 


mended a full-time director be hired, 
paid from a portion of the funds contrib- 
uted by municipalities. 


Two trustees who voted against the 


study last March changed their minds in 
Tuesday's vote. 


Trustee Richard McGrenera said he 


took a new view of the study after other 
municipalities began to approve of it. 


He said he hoped it would be more ef- 


fective than studies performed by the 
Northeastern Illinois Plan Commission 
and the Chicago Area 
Transportation 


Study. 


TRUSTEE JAMES O'Brien said after 


a re-examination of the need for the 
study he decided he was in favor of it. 


"I think we need it," he said. 
Two other trustees who voted against 


the study in March, Thomas Ullmann 
and Eugene Keith, were not at the meet- 


ing Tuesday.

days and Saturdays 


SHOULD VILLAGE authorities find 


that water is being wasted anywhere, 
they will be allowed to cut off the water 
supply for that property. The water will 
be turned on again, only after certain 
fees and expenses are paid to the village 


The penalities spelled out for violations 


in the ordinance range from $10 to $500 
for each offense.

Yesterday was its last day there. 


The mobile unit, actually a truck la- 


beled ' Cook County Assessor's office of 
Information." was an attiaction for close 
to ino taxpayers with problems, ques- 
tions or gripes Tuesday .ind Wednesday 
Earlier this sprmy the truck visited the 
Wheeling Shopping centei for two days 


For some of the taxpayers who visited 


the truck, the experience was a profit- 
able one 


Joseph Proietto of the county asses- 


sor's office told of one Wheeling woman 
who had her tax bill cut by $2)0 yester- 
day simply by stoppmc at the van He 
explained that the woman was the new 
owner of a home for which the former 
owner had been p.nymjj ta\iv- on for an 
incorrect assessment since 1959 Because 
the problem was .1 clear cut one. the cor- 
rection of the tax bill could be made 
right at the van. and the woman went 
home with a drastically cut tax bill 


OTHER PROBLEMS brought to the 


van by local taxpayers may not be as 
easily solved however, and may require 
the assessor's office to send out a field 
inspector to investigate the owners com- 
plaint 


Both Wheeling and Elk Grove township 


taxpayers and a few people from other 
suburban areas have stopped in the unit 
this week. Proietto said 


Some of the taxpayers have come 


merely to have their assessments or tax 
bills explained, while others have come 
to have their assessment verified. 


Proietto suggests that all taxpayers 


should occassionaly verify their assess- 
ment record to see that the correct infor- 
mation about construction and improve- 
ments in their home is recorded 


None of the people with tax complaints 


weie really angry, Proietto said 


1 People are reasonable; taxes are bad 


situations for everybody, but if-you sit 
down and talk it over, most problems 
can be solved." he said 


Theroux explained that often taxpayers 


misunderstand why their tax bill goes up 
in a given year 


' When the bill goes up many people 


feel their assessment must have been in- 
creased and if they haven't added any- 
thing to their homes, they decide the tax 
bill is out of line. 


"What they don't realize is that the as- 


sessor's function is to equalize an equi- 
table value and that the increases may 
be a result of changes in the tax rates 
and equalization factors rather than a re- 
assessment of the home." 


Theroux explained that persons some- 


times forget they approved a given tax 
increase for a governmental district one 
year, and then get a surprise the next 


year when their tax bill shows an in- 
crease. 


Assessments are figured not on the 


market value of the house, but on a for- 
mula which takes into account the kind 
of construction and the number and kind 
of improvements which have been added, 
Proietto said 


IDEALLY TWO identical homes would 


be assesed for the same base amount 
regardless of their location, be it Chicago 
or Park Forest, he noted 


The difference in taxes between the 


suburbs is because the portion of the as- 
sessment, which is the land value varies, 
Proietto said. As an example, he pointed 
out that land makes up 20 per cent of the 
total assessment of a house in Scarsdale 
but only 9 per cent of the assessment in 
Prospect Heights. 


Another misconception Proietto men- 


tioned is that people don't realize general 
home maintenance and repairs do not in- 
crease the assessment on a home 


A list of many improvements which 


are considered as upkeep and do not af- 
fect an assessment is available at the 
mobile van or from the county assessors 
office. 


AMONG THE improvements 
which 


will not increase assessment are replac- 
ing fences, porches or steps, constructing 
a patio or paved parking area, painting, 
or building a screened-in or open porch. 


Inside additions which will not affect 


assessment include rewiring, replacing 
plumbing fixtures, adding closets, and 
replacing walls, ceilings, or flooring.

Trustees, in considering the ordinance, 


questioned whether it would be effective, 
because of the homes that are serviced 
not by the village, but by the Buffalo 
Utility Co They wondered whether the 
ordinance could be enforced against utili-

ever, "Whenever we get an indication 
the water pressure is dropping (either on 
the utility or on the village water lines) I 
can declare an emergency and use emer- 
gency powers." Village Atty. Richard 
Raysa said that only in such an emer- 
gency would the regulations apply to util- 
ity customers 


LAST SUMMER THE village suffered 


a water shortage so serious that Thomp- 
son was forced to use just such powers 
Terming the water situation "critical" 
he severely curtailed lawn sprinkling in 
the village. 


Watering was forbidden between 7 


a m and 8 p m . daily Only limited wa- 
tering was allowed at night between 8 
p m and 7 a m . 


The level of water in the village reser- 


voir had dropped to within 1% feet of the 
bottom The utility's reservoir was vir- 
tually empty, it's pump was drawing wa- 
ter directly out of the ground. 


In the summer of 1968 a partial water 


shortage occurred Residents in the Cam- 
bridge portion of the village feared that 
water pressure in some of the homes was 
so low there would not be enough water 
available, if needed to fight a fire Fire 
Chief Wayne Winter also warned of the 
dangers of continued low water pressure. 
Because the Cambridge area is served 
by the utility company, the village was 
unable to do much about the situation. 


However, John Hooper, then village en- 


gineer, said at the time he was sure the 
utility had enough water available to 
combat a fire.

Bellak attributed his chance to play for 


the minor league club to Roger Horns- 
by, the Hall of Fame second baseman. 
"When I was in high school, I played 
baseball in a Chicago park program. 
Hornsby at that time was working for 
Mayor Daley's Youth Commission, and 
that's when he saw me. 


"Later when the Mets were formed in 


1962, Hornsby became the batting coach. 
He contacted me in February 1962 to 
come and join the Quincy club. 


"At the conclusion of the season I went 


back to college, transferring from De- 
Pauw University to SIU," said Bellak. 


"HORNSBY 
FELT I would 
come 


around as a hitter in due time. But, Hor- 
nsby died in January 1963. Later that 
year I received a letter from a Mets 
player scout saying they had no openings 
for me." 


Bellak tried out for the White Sox and 


the Cubs, too. 


Bellak credits Emil "Dutch" Leonard, 


a onetime Cubs pitcher and nominee for 
the baseball Hall of Fame, with helping 
him to decide his future. "At one time 
my whole ambition was to play baseball. 
But, 'Dutch' Leonard calmly explained to 
me that there were only 400 jobs on ma- 
jor league baseball teams And not even 
all those were open. He suggested that I 
get my college degree and then start 
thinking about baseball. 


"I took his advice, and got my de- 


gree," said Bellak. Bellak said he de- 
cided"once and for all" to finish college 
after he failed to make the Mets farm 
club "Prior to that, each spring I'd 
think about quitting school and trying out 
for a baseball team." 


HOW DOES HE feel about his deci- 


sion' "The desire to play major league 
baseball is still with me," he admitted. 
"But I enjoy teaching baseball, coaching 
it and working with kids " 


Besides

freshman team, Bellak also plans to 
coach Wheeling's American Legion team 
this summer.

students' actions did not necessarily rep- 
resent the majority opinion of Harper 


students. When the students refused, he 
took the names of six of them and dis- 
cussed the action with five other admin- 
istrators, as well as Duffy.

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college security officers, watched the stu- 
dents. 


THE ADMINISTRATORS at the same 


time were agreeing to ask for raising of 
the flag to full staff. They said that the 
Palatine police would be called to make 
arrests if it were not done. They 
stressed, however, that a campus major- 
ity opinion to lower the flag again later 
would be acceptable to them. 


So, the administrators walked outside 


and explained their position to the 10 stu- 
dents sitting on the ground. Harvey 
stressed that the lowering indicated a 
"political ideology" which was not neces- 
sarily subscribed to by a majority of stu- 
dents. 


Finally, William Sallee, a student from 


Harrington, one of the group clustered 
close to the flag, urged the students to 
put the flag up. "I think we should go 
into the channels and petition, to avoid 
polarization," he said. 


Then the students discussed it among 


themselves and drifted inside to start cir- 
culating petitions. And the security po- 
lice and college officials then raised the 
flag to full staff. 


HOWEVER, TWO faculty members, 


Gunther Lehman and Karen 
Keres, 


s t a y e d and argued with Clarence 
Schauer, vice president for academic af- 
fairs. 


Both charged that it was unnecessary 


for the police to wait outside the main 
gate. Lehman said. "They only aggra- 
vate people . . . we don't want the ac- 
ceptance of violence here." 


So, the police were asked to leave the 


main entrance. 


Tuesday evening the college's student 


senate had approved a telegram of re- 
gret for the death of the four students 
to go to Kent State University. And. un- 
til the protest began yesterday, 500 sig- 
natures had been gained on war protest 


petitions to go to President Nixon. 


Also, the Reverend Rupert Lovely of 


the Countryside Unitarian Church of 
Plum Grove" Estates will speak briefly at 
11 a.m. Friday in commemoration of the 
four students who died at Kent. 


Yesterday's activities represented the 


first full-scale political protest in the his- 
tory of Harper College.

Harper Pupils Do 'Their Thing' Too

Seventy-two hours earlier the main 


building's entrance had been filled with 
dignitaries, loudspeakers, bands and a 
formal, starchy and official dedication 
ceremony. 


Y e s t e r d a y noon the plaza was 


crowded, often by 100 students, bringing 
an informal and very unofficial protest, 
the first in Harper's history, to campus. 


It was a sudden and unexpected pro- 


test, a protest which sprang almost 
spontaneously out of Harper's traditional 
political apathy. Two students at about 
11 a.m. lowered a flag to half-staff, and 
that moment Harper joined the company 
of Northwestern, University of Illinois, 
University of Wisconsin and about 100 
other campuses as protest spots. 


THERE WAS NO leadership, just as 


there are few full-time radicals at Har- 
per. The students just joined together 


and forced the administration to threaten 
to call in the campus police. 


And the serious and sometimes hu- 


morous protest was caused by the sud- 
den, violent deaths of four students Mon- 
day afternoon on a sunny campus in 
Kent, Ohio. 


"The ones that really care are here. 


You've gotta break rules occasionally to 
make a point," said Greg, who wouldn't 
give his last name. 


"It's a symbol of mourning," said a 


girl, as she looked up at the flag. 


Inside, five administrators sat quietly 


in the business manager's office 
and 


planned how they would cope with the 
coming confrontation. 


James Harvey, vice president for aca- 


demic affairs, grinned unhappily as he 
rose to lead his group outside to the con- 
frontation. 


Secretaries and students lined the on- 


side balconies to watch the discussion. In 
the college's lounge, the card games and 
chatter continues.

Peace Overcomes Harper Dissent

Harper College in Palatine yesterday 


experienced and withstood a political 
protest which threatened to involve off- 
campus policemen from Palatine. 


Before noon about 10 students lowered 


the American and Illinois flags to half- 
staff in memory of the four Kent State 
University students slain earlier this

while protesting 
American 
in- 


volvement in Cambodia. 


Two hours later, after negotiations, 


discussions, and a mini-confrontation, the 
students peacefully agreed to raise the 
fl.ig and petition the college for the right 
to lower the flag tomorrow in memory of 
the students. 


Officials of the college's Student Sen- 


ate, including president Donald Duffy of 
Rolling Meadows, immediately began 
circulating petitions to gain support for a 


week-long flag lowering, which would be- 
gin at 11 a.m. Friday. 


THE PETITIONS will be presented to 


Dr. James Harvey, vice president for 
student affairs, this morning. Harvey 
will then discuss the matter with Dr. 
Robert Lahti, college president, and poll 
the college's board of trustees. 


If they approve, the flag will go to half- 


staff Friday. Harvey told the Herald a 
"valid indication" of student support was 
necessary, unless a counter-petition cir- 
culates. 


The fracas around the flag pole began 


at about 11 a.m. yesterday, when several 
students lowered the flags to half-staff 
and surrounded the American flagpole. 


Harvey told the Herald he asked them 


twice to raise the flag to full staff, as the 
students' actions did not necessarily rep- 
resent the majority opinion of Harper 


students. When the students refused, he 
took the names of six of them and dis- 
cussed the action with five other admin- 
istrators, as well as Duffy. 


Meanwhile, about 50 students flocked 


around the group of perhaps 15 students 
seated at the base of the flagpole. An- 
other group of students, including two 
college security officers, watched the stu- 
dents. 


THE ADMINISTRATORS at the same 


time were agreeing to ask for raising of 
the flag to full staff. They said that the 
Palatine police would be called to make 
arrests if it were not done. They 
stressed, however, that a campus major- 
ity opinion to lower the flag again later 
would be acceptable to them. 


So, the administrators walked outside 


and explained their position to the 10 stu- 
dents sitting on the ground. Harvey 


stressed that the lowering indicated a 
"political ideology" which was not neces- 
sarily subscribed to by a majority of stu- 
dents. 


Finally, William Sallee, a student from 


Harrington, one of the group clustered 
close to the flag, urged the students to 
put the flag up. "I think we should go 
into the channels and petition, to avoid 
polarization," he said. 


Then the students discussed it among 


themselves and drifted inside to start cir- 
culating petitions. And the security po- 
lice and college officials then raised the 
flag to full staff.

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Schwartz 'Protests'For TMH Youngsters

Thomas Schwartz, 23, a teacher of the 


trainable mentally handicapped (TMH) 
at Fairview School in Mount Prospect, is 
somewhat of a nonconformist. 


A young man with bushy sideburns and 


l o n g , a l m o s t unmanageable hair, 
Schwartz would look at home on a col- 
lege campus. 


In fact, some people might say the 


first-year teacher out of Dayton. Ohio, 
looks like a college protester, a student 
who'd rather carry a picket sign rather 
than a textbook. 


In a way you might call Schwartz a 


protestor or a rebel. He doesn't like the 
way TMH youngsters are being taught. 
So he does it differently. 


Cyril Kozel, principal at Fairview, said 


Schwartz doesn't believe TMH children 
are doomed to a life within the walls of 
an institution. 


"IT'S NOT JUST an academic thing," 


said Schwartz. "We try to make them 
more independent. We're trying to pro- 
mote this independence so they can be- 
come integrated into the society . . . into 
the community. 


"A lot of them are overprotected at 


home. They're isolated. In a learning en- 
vironment they have to work together. It 
comes in time, but it's a long process. 


"Some days I go home disgusted. And 


then there are days when everything 
goes right." 


Schwartz became interested in teach- 


ing TMH children while attending Day- 
ton University. 


"While at school I worked at a psy- 


chiatric hospital where there were some 
retarded people. I didn't want to be a 
regular teacher. I wanted something spe- 
cial. I just kind of fell Into it. 


"THERE'S A LOT more creativity in- 


volved. I can create my own atmosphere. 
I could do a lot more of what I want to 
do. The kids tell me what they want to 


do." 


Schwartz isn't sure the new TMH facil- 


ities being developed in Palatine to in- 
struct children from the entire area, is a 
good idea. 


"I don't think the idea of taking all the 


kids to Palatine is a good one." he said. 
"I'd hate to see them separated. I'd like 
to keep them together." 


"He wants them to stay in the commu- 


nity," said Kozel. '-Which in a way is a 
good idea. They should stay in the com- 
munity they live in because it's more 
natural for them." 


AT FAIRVIEW, Schwartz 
watches 


over nine youngsters from Dist. 57. 59 
and 54. The average IQ of the group is 
between 35 and 50. but that doesn't dis- 
courage Schwartz. 


"It's a matter of expectations," he ex- 


plained. "You have to keep in mind that 
their chronological ages are about twice 
their mental age. In other words a child 
of eight has the mentality of a child of 
about four or five, which is about the 
kindergarten level. 


"Because they are so big, it's hard to 


keep that in mind. You have to limit 
your expectations." 


Schwartz's success with the TMH kids 


has been difficult to determine. Kozel 
said the kids have shown "a great deal 
of progress," but Schwartz himself is not 
sure how good a job he's done in his first 
year of teaching. 


"I DONT SEE HOW anyone else could 


judge how much improvement the kids 
have made. I have to be the judge. You 
should have seen them when I began last 
year. They'd be walking around the room 
and when I told them to sit down, they 
wouldn't. They honestly didn't 
know 


what I meant." 


One thing Schwartz likes to do is get 


the students integrated with other nor- 
mal school children. For a tune he had 
them eating in the same room with the 


other children at Fairview. 
but in- 


adequate table manners killed the idea. 


He sometimes lets them mingle with 


other children during recess, keeping 
watch over them through a classroom 
window. -Although I'm keeping an eye 
on them, it still gives them a whole new 
experience of independence. It's good for 
them ' 


SCHWARTZ DOESN'T put a limit on 


what he can teach the children and he is 
proud that, through the use of picture- 
word relationships, he has taught two of 
his students to read. 


He once marched the TMH youngsters 


to the school gym and gave them a les- 
son in the techniques of volleyball. The 
effort turned into mass chaos with chil- 
dren running all over the place. 


Then Eric Sahlberg. superintendent of 


Dist. 57 schools, walked into the gym and 
Kozel thought it best to explain the situ- 
ation. 


"I told him anytime the kids start 


something new. they are bound to get out 
of hand," said Kozel. 


A normal classroom day for the young- 


sters consists of language training and 
socialization 


A NORMAL CLASSROOM day for the 


youngsters consists of various games 
that Schwartz hopes will someday enable 
them to mingle with the outside world. 


The students may listen to tapes corre- 


sponding to certain storybooks, play 
games with pictures and words or per- 
haps just wash their faces. 


By learning simply things that normal 


people consider routine, Schwartz be- 
lieves the children can become "respon- 
sible members of the community." 


Schwartz took a college course in edu- 


cation at Harper College and, according 
to Kozel, kept the students and teachers 
on their toes with his sometimes noneon- 
forming comments. 


But he got an "A." 


THOMAS SCHWARTZ, a teacher of the trainable men- 
tally handicapped (TMH) at Fairview School in Mount 
Prospect, fiat got new ideas about how to teach handi- 
capped youngsters.

Loving Care For Taxpayer

"Tender loving care for the taxpayer" 


is how Wheeling Tow nship assessor Mar- 
shall Theroux describes the work of the 
mobile tax information van which was 
parked in the Mount Prospect Plaza 
shopping center for the last two days. 
Yesterday was its last day there. 


The mobile unit, actually a truck la- 


beled "Cook County Assessor's office of 
Information." was an attraction for close 
to 100 taxpayers with problems, ques- 
tions or gripes Tuesday and Wednesday. 
Earlier this spring the truck visited the 
Wheeling Shopping center for two days. 


For some of the taxpayers who visited 


the truck, the experience was a profit- 
able one. 


Joseph Proietto of the county asses- 


sor's office told of one Wheeling woman 
who had her tax bill cut by $230 yester- 
day simply by stopping at the van. He 
explained that the woman was the new 
owner of a hnme for which the former 
owner had been paying taxes on for an 
incorrect assessment since 1959. Because 
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the problem was a clear cut one, the cor- 
rection of the tax bill could be made 
right at the van. and the woman went 
home with a drastically cut tax bill. 


OTIIKH PROBLEMS brought to the 


van by local taxpayers may not be as 
easily solved however, and may require 
the assessor's office to send out a field 
inspector to investigate the owners com- 
plaint 


Both Wheeling and Elk Gro\c township 


taxpayers and a few people from other 
suburban areas have stopped in the unit 
this week, Proietto said. 


Some of the taxpayers have come 


merely to have their assessments or tax 
bills explained, while others have come 
to have their assessment verified. 


Proiotto suggests that all taxpayers 


should occassionaly verify their assess- 
ment record to see that the correct infor- 
mation about construction and improve- 
ments in their home is recorded. 


None of the people \\ ith tax complaints 


were really angry. Proietto said. 


"People are reasonable: taxes are bad

He 'Protests' For TMH Youngsters

Thomas Schwartz, 23, a teacher of the 


trainable mentally handicapped (TMH) 
at Fmrview School in Mount Prospect, is 
somewhat of a nonconformist. 


A young man with bushy sideburns and 


l o n g , a l m o s t unmanageable hair, 
Schwartz would look .it home on a col- 
lege campus. 


tn fact, some people might say the 


first-year teacher out of Dayton, Ohio, 
looks like a college protester, a student 
who'd rather carry a picket sign rather 
than n textbook. 


In a way you might call Schwartz a 


protestor or a rebel. He doesn't like the 
way TMH youngsters are being taught. 
So he docs it differently. 


Cyril Kozcl. principal at Fairview, said 


Schwartz doesn't believe TMH children 
nrc doomed to a life within the walls of 
an institution 


"IT'S SOT Jl'ST an academic thing," 


said Schwartz. "We try to make them 
more independent. We're trying to pro- 
mote this independence so they can be- 


come integrated into the society . . . into 
the community. 


"A lot of them are overprotected at 


home. They're isolated. In a learning en- 
vironment they have to work together, It 
comes in time, but it's a long proceed. 


"Some days I go home disgusted. And 


then there are days when eve'rything 
goes right." 


Schwartz became interested in teach- 


ing TMH children while attending Day- 
ton University. 


"While at school I worked at a psy- 


chiatric hospital where there were some 
retarded people. I didn't want to be a 
regular teacher. I wanted something spe- 
cial, I just kind of fell into it. 


"THERE'S A LOT more creativity in- 


volved. I can create my own atmosphere. 
I could do a tot more of what I want to 
do. The kids tell me what they want to 
do." 


Schwartz isn't sure the new TMH facil- 


ities being developed in Palatine to in- 
struct children from the entire area, is a 
good idea. 


"I don't think the idea of taking all the 


kids to Palatine is a good one," he said. 
"I'd hate to see them separated. I'd like 
to keep them together." 


"He wants them to stay in the commu- 


nity," said Kozel. "Which in a way is a 
good idea. They should stay in the com- 
munity they live in because it's more 
natural for them." 


AT FAIRVIEW, Schwartz 
watches 


over nine youngsters from Dist. 57, 59 
and 54. The average IQ of the group is 
between 35 and 50, but that doesn't dis- 
courage Schwartz. 


"It's a matter of expectations," he ex- 


plained. "You have to keep in mind that 
their chronological ages are about twice 
their mental age. In other words a child 
of eight has the mentality of a child of 
about four or five, which is about the 
kindergarten level. 


"Because they are so big, it's hard to 


keep that in mind. You have to limit 
your expectations." 


Schwartz's success with the TMH kids 


has been difficult to determine. Kozel 


said the kids have shown "a great deal 
of progress," but Schwartz himself is not 
sure how good a job he's done in his first 
year of teaching. 


"I DON'T SEE HOW anyone else could 


judge how much improvement the kids 
have made. I have to be the judge. You 
should have seen them when I began last 
year. They'd be walking around the room 
and when I told them to sit down, they 
wouldn't. They honestly didn't know 
what I meant." 


One thing Schwartz likes to do is get 


the students integrated with other nor- 
mal school children. For a time he had 
them eating in the same room with the 
other children at Fairview, 
but in- 


adequate table manners killed the idea. 


He sometimes lets them mingle with 


other children during recess, keeping 
watch over them through a classroom 
window. "Although I'm keeping an eye 
on them, it still gives them a whole new 
experience of independence. It's good for

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Projects, Committees Realigned to Future 


Changes in trustee memberships on the 


six subcommittees of the Mount Prospect 
\ tlhige Board were announced by Mayor 
Robert Teichert Tuesday 


Teichert said the subcommittees are 


usually realigned at the beginning of the 
fi.scal year to maintain flexibility and va- 
riety He also told the board subcom- 
mittee membership is based on the spe- 
cial interests, talents and backgrounds of 
the trustees. 


"In addition to realigning each com- 


mittee. I am assigning specific projects, 
especially in the area of village planning 
(or the future, to each committee for its 
consideration and study," Teichert ex- 
plained. 


Teichert said the village board in the 


past has planned village projects from 


year to year and he hopes to change this 
approach. "I think it is very important 
for us to begin thinking about village 
planning and future projects in advance. 
We have thought too much about imme- 
diate projects, projects which are budg- 
eted for in the current fiscal year," he 
said. 


"IT WILL BECOME increasingly more 


important for us to look to the future in 
terms of financing these projects, which 
will take a good deal of thought and plan- 
ning. This will take a considerable a- 
mount of time as well as the cooperation 
of everyone." 


Teichert said the village is in a posi- 


tion somewhat akin to deficit financing 
and, "We could be in serious trouble if 
we do not address ourselves to the prob- 


lem now. The village budget is the 
primary tool for implementing board pol- 
icy, but in the past it has reflected policy 
only for the current year, and long range 
planning has not been included. 


"Projection of growth estimates of 


need have been matters left for resolu- 
tion sometime in the future, and we can 
no longer afford to put off the determina- 
tion of what lies ahead for our village," 
Teichert explained. 


HE TOLD THE BOARD in order that 


the needs of the community be met and 
that a financially solvent position is 
maintained, it is imperative for the 
board to establish a budgetary policy 
which will accommodate the 
future 


growth of the village and the expansion 
of services. 


Teichert said trustees will have to con- 


sider ways in which to supplement the 
village's revenue, since there is not 
enough income to match village ex- 
penditures for present projects, needless 
to mention future municipal expansion 
and developments. 


"In spite of village growth with an 


ever-broadening tax base, the increased 
tax base was negated by reducing the 
tax levy. Fortunately, sales tax revenue 
increased at a rate sufficient to make up 
the loss of real estate tax revenue. 


"But this is no longer the case. Not only 


has sales tax revenue leveled off, it may 
go down . . . either due to competitive 
f a c t o r s , financial circumstances or 
changes in the state laws," Teichert ex- 
plained. 


According to Teichert's assessment of 


what needs to be done in the village, he 
realigned the subcommittees 
and as- 


signed specific projects to each com- 
mittee for study.

study 
the 
village 
growth 
patterns, 


amended village plan and the downtown 
plan. Members are Daniel Ahern, George 
Reiter and Robert Soderman. 


The finance committee 
will study

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Peace Overwhelms Protest at Harper

Harper College in Palatine yesterday 


experienced and withstood a political 
protest which threatened to involve off- 
campus policemen from Palatine. 


Before noon about 10 students lowered 


the American and Illinois flags to half- 
staff in memory of the four Kent State 
University students slain earlier this 
week while protesting American in- 
volvement in Cambodia. 


Two hours later, after negotiations, 


discussions, and a mini-confrontation, the 
students peacefully agreed to raise the 
flag and petition the college for the right 
to lower the flag tomorrow in memory of 
the students. 


Officials of the college's Student Sen- 


ate, including president Donald Duffy of 
Rolling Meadows, immediately began 
circulating petitions to gain support for a 
week-long flag lowering, which would be- 
gin at 11 a.m. Friday. 


THE PETITIONS will be presented to 


Dr. James Harvey, vice president for 
student affairs, this morning. Harvey 
will then discuss the matter with Dr. 
Robert Lahti, college president, and poll 
the college's board of trustees. 


If they approve, the flag will go to half- 


staff Friday. Harvey told the Herald a 
"valid indication" of student support was 
necessary, unless a counter-petition cir- 
culates. 


The fracas around the flag pole began 


at about 11 a.m. yesterday, when several 
students lowered the flags to half-staff 
and surrounded the American flagpole. 


Harvey told the Herald he asked them 


twice to raise the flag to full staff, as the 
students' actions did not necessarily rep- 
resent the majority opinion of Harper 
students. When the students refused, he 
took the names of six of them and dis- 


cussed the action with five other admin- 
istrators, as well as Duffy. 


Meanwhile, about 50 students flocked 


around the group of perhaps 15 students 
seated at the base of the flagpole. An- 
other group of students, including two 
college security officers, watched the stu- 
dents. 


THE ADMINISTRATORS at the same 


time were agreeing to ask for raising of 
the flag to full staff. They said that the 
Palatine police would be called to make 
arrests if it were not done. They 
stressed, however, that a campus major- 
ity opinion to lower the flag again later 
would be acceptable to them. 


So, the administrators walked outside 


and explained their position to the 10 stu- 
dents sitting on the ground. Harvey 
stressed that the lowering indicated a 
"political ideology" which was not neces- 
sarily subscribed to by a majority of stu- 
dents. 


Finally, William Sallee, a student from 


Barrington, one of the group clustered 
close to the flag, urged the students to 
put the flag up. "I think we should go 
into the channels and petition, to avoid 
polarization," he said. 


Then the students discussed it among 


themselves and drifted inside to start cir- 
culating petitions. And the security po- 
lice and college officials then raised the 
flag to full staff. 


HOWEVER, TWO faculty members, 


Gunther Lehman and Karen Keres, 
s t a y e d and argued with Clarence 
Schauer, vice president for academic af- 
fairs. 


Both charged that it was unnecessary 


for the police to wait outside the main 
gate. Lehman said. "They only aggra- 
vate people ... we don't want the ac- 
ceptance of violence here." 


So, the police were asked to leave the 


main entrance. 


Tuesday evening the college's student 


senate had approved a telegram of re- 
gret for the death of the four students 
to go to Kent State University. And. un- 
til the protest began yesterday, 500 sig- 
natures had been gained on war protest 
petitions to go to President Nixon. 


Also, the Reverend Rupert Lovely of 


the Countryside Unitarian Church of 
Plum Grove Estates will speak briefly at 
11 a.m. Friday in commemoration of the 
four students who died at Kent. 


Yesterday's activities represented the 


first full-scale political protest in the his- 
tory of Harper College. It began and end- 
ed peacefully.

Seventy-two hours earlier the main 


building's entrance had been filled with 
dignitaries, loudspeakers, bands and a 
formal, starchy and official dedication 
ceremony. 


Y e s t e r d a y noon the plaza was 


crowded, often by 100 students, bringing 
an informal and very unofficial protest, 
the first in Harper's history, to campus. 


It was a sudden and unexpected pro- 


test, a protest which sprang 
almost 


spontaneously out of Harper's traditional 
political apathy. Two students at about 
11 a.m. lowered a flag to half-staff, and 
that moment Harper joined the company 
of Northwestern, University of Illinois, 
University of Wisconsin and about 100 
other campuses as protest spots. 


THERE WAS NO leadership, just as 


there are few full-time radicals at Har- 
per. The students just joined together 
and forced the administration to threaten 
to call in the campus police. 


And the serious and sometimes hu- 


morous protest was caused by the sud- 
den, violent deaths of four students Mon- 
day afternoon on a sunny campus in 
Kei.t, Ohio. 


"The ones that really care are here. 


You've gotta break rules occasionally to 
make a point," said Greg, who wouldn't 


give his last name. 


"It's a symbol of mourning," said a 


girl, as she looked up at the flag. 


Inside, five administrators sat quietly 


in the business manager's office 
and 


planned how they would cope with the 
coming confrontation. 


James Harvey, vice president for aca- 


demic affairs, grinned unhappily as he 
rose to lead his group outside to the con- 
frontation. 


Secretaries and students lined the on- 


side balconies to watch the discussion. In 
the college's lounge, the card games and 
chatter continues. 


WHEN IT WAS OVER, and security 


guards had again raised the flag, the 
president of the Student Senate, Don Duf- 
fy, talked calmly but hurriedly to a 
group of 30 students. 


D u f f y , whose armband glistened 


slightly in the sunshine, had been talking 
to the administrators all morning. He 
was preparing to head back to his office 
and begin churning out petitions. 


The plaza was quiet. Nearby, the col- 


lege's security bus puttered away. Some 
of the students were walking back inside 
to classes.

SCHWARTZ DOESN'T put a limit on 


what he can teach the children and he is 
proud that, through the use of picture- 
word relationships, he has taught two of 
his students to read. 


He once marched the TMH youngsters 


to the school gym and gave them a les- 
son in the techniques of volleyball. The 
effort turned into mass chaos with chil- 
dren running all over the place. 


Then Eric Sahlberg. superintendent of 


Dist. 57 schools, walked into the gym and 
Kozel thought it best to explain the situ- 
tition. 


••I told him anytime the kids start 


something new, they are bound to get out 
of hand." said Kozel. 


A normal classroom day for the young- 


sters consists of language training and 
socialization. 


A NORMAL CLASSROOM day for the 


youngsters consists of various games 
that Schwartz hopes will someday enable 
them to mingle with the outside world. 


The students may listen to tapes corre- 


sponding to certain storybooks, play 
games with pictures and words or per- 
haps just wash their faces. 


By learning simply things that normal 


people consider routine, Schwartz be- 
lieves the children can become "respon- 
sible members of the community." 


Schwartz took a college course in edu- 


cation at Harper College and, according 
to Kozel, kept the students and teachers 
on their toes with his sometimes noncon- 
forming comments. 


But he got an "A."

He 'Protests' For TMH Youngsters

Thomas Schwartz, 23, a teacher of the 


trainnbte mentally handicapped (TMH) 
at Kairview School in Mount Prospect, is 
somewhat of a nonconformist 


A young man with bushy sideburns and 


l o n g , a l m o s t unmanageable hair. 
Schwartz would look at home on a col- 
lege campus. 


In fact, some people might say the 


first-year teacher out of Dayton, Ohio, 
looks like a college protester, a student 
who'd rather carry a picket sign rather 
thnn a textbook 


In a way you might call Schwartz a 


protestor or n rebel He doesn't like the 
way TMH youngsters are being taught. 
So he does it differently. 


Cyril Kozel, principal at Fairview, said 


Schwartz doesn't believe TMH children 
are doomed to a life within the walls of 
tin institution. 


"IT'S NOT JfST an academic thing," 


s.aid Schwartz. "We try to make them 
more independent. We're trying to pro- 
mote this independence so they can be- 


come integrated into the society , . into 
the community. 


"A lot of them arc overprotected at 


home. They're isolated. In a learning en- 
vironment they have to work together. It 
comes in time, but it's a long process. 


"Some days I go home disgusted. And 


then there are days when everything 
goes right " 


Schwartz became interested in teach- 


ing TMH children while attending Day- 
ton University. 


"While at school I worked at a psy- 


chiatric hospital where there were some 
retarded people. I didn't want to be a 
regular teacher. I wanted something spe- 
cial. I just kind of fell into it 


"THERE'S A LOT more creativity in- 


volved. I can create my own atmosphere. 
I could do a lot more of what I want to 
do. The kids tell me what they want to 
do." 


Schwartz isn't sure the new TMH facil- 


ities being developed in Palatine to in- 
struct children from the entire area, is a 
good idea. 


"I don't think the idea of taking all the 


kids to Palatine is a good one." he said. 
"I'd hate to see them separated. I'd like 
to keep them together." 


"He wants them to stay in the commu- 


nity." said Kozel "Which in a way is a 
good idea. They should stay in the com- 
munity they live in because it's more 
natural for them." 


AT FAIRVIEW, Schwartz watches 


over nine youngsters from Dist. 57, 59 
and 54. The average IQ of the group is 
between 35 and 50, but that doesn't dis- 
courage Schwartz. 


"It's a matter of expectations," he ex- 


plained. "You have to keep in mind that 
their chronological ages arc about twice 
their mental age. In other words a child 
of eight has the mentality of a child of 
about four or five, which is about the 
kindergarten level 


"Because they are so big, it's hard to 


keep that in mind. You have to limit 
your expectations." 


Schwartz's success with the TMH kids 


has been difficult to determine. Kozel 


said the kids have shown "a great deal 
of progress," but Schwartz himself is not 
sure how good a job he's done in his first 
year of teaching. 


"I DON'T SEE HOW anyone else could 


judge how much improvement the kids 
have made. I have to be the judge. You 
should have seen them when I began last 
year. They'd be walking around the room 
and when I told them to sit down, they 
wouldn't. They honestly didn't 
know 


what I meant." 


One thing Schwartz likes to do is get 


the students integrated with other nor- 
mal school children. For a time he had 
them eating in the same room with the 
other children at Fairview, but in- 
adequate table manners killed the idea 


He sometimes lets them mingle with 


other children during recess, keeping 
watch over them through a classroom 
window. "Although I'm keeping an eye 
on them, it still gives them a whole new 
experience of independence. It's good for

seven one-bedroom units will rent be- 
tween $230 and $250 a month.

"WE PLAN TO INCLUDE some office 


facilities, a plush tennis court facility 
and a swimming pool. The density of the 
apartments will be approximately 22 
units per acre. We hope to sell most of 
these on an individual ownership basis. 


One and a half to two story cluscer 


houses will be included on the northern 
boundary of the property," said Gottlieb. 


Many residents fear approval by the 


village of this project will set a trend for 
approval of apartments on the River 
Road property, and other open land in 
the community.

Changes in trustee memberships on the

Village Board were announced by Mayor 
Kobcrt Teichi-rt Tuesday 


Tcichert sa.d tin- Mibcommittces are 


usually realig ted at the beginning of the 
fiscal year to namtain flexibility and va- 
riety. He also told the board subcom- 
mittee membership is based on the spe- 
cial interests, talents and backgrounds of 
the trustees 


• In addition to realigning each com- 


mittee. I am assigning specific projects, 
especially in the area of village planning 
for the future, to each committee for Its 
consideration and study." Teichert ex- 
plained. 


Teichert said the village board in the 


past has planned village projects from 


year to year and he hopes to change this 
approach. "I think it is very important 
for us to begin thinking about village 
planning and future projects in advance. 
We have thought too much about imme- 
diate projects, projects which are budg- 
eted for in the current fiscal year," he 
said 


"IT WILL BECOME increasingly more 


important for us to look to the future in 
terms of financing these projects, which 
will take a good deal of thought and plan- 
ning. This will take a considerable a- 
mount of time as well as the cooperation 
of everyone." 


Teichert said the village is in a posi- 


tion somewhat akin to deficit financing 
and, "We could be in serious trouble if 
we do not address ourselves to the prob- 


lem now. The village budget is the 
primary tool for implementing board pol- 
icy, but in the past it has reflected policy 
only for the current year, and long range 
planning has not been included. 


"Projection of growth estimates of 


need have been matters left for resolu- 
tion sometime in the future, and we can 
no longer afford to put off the determina- 
tion of what lies ahead for our village," 
Teichert explained 


HE TOLD THE BOARD in order that 


the needs of the community be met and 
that a financially solvent position is 
maintained, it is imperative for the 
board to establish a budgetary policy 
which will accommodate 
the 
future 


growth of the village and the expansion 
of services. 


Teichert said trustees will have to con- 


sider ways in which to supplement the 
village's revenue, since there is not 
enough income to match village ex- 
penditures for present projects, needless 
to mention future municipal expansion 
and developments. 


"In spite of village growth with an 


ever-broadening tax base, the increased 
tax base was negated by reducing the 
tax levy. Fortunately, sales tax revenue 
increased at a rate sufficient to make up 
the loss of real estate tax revenue. 


"But this is no longer the case. Not only 


has sales tax revenue leveled off, it may 
go down . . . either due to competitive 
f a c t o r s , financial circumstances or 
changes in the state laws," Teichert ex- 
plained. 


According to Teichert's assessment of 


what needs to be done in the village, he 
realigned the subcommittees and as- 
signed specific projects to each com- 
mittee for study.

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Peace Overwhelms Protest at Harper

Harper College in Palatine yesterday 


experienced and withstood a political 
protest which threatened to involve off- 
campus policemen from Palatine. 


Before noon about 10 students lowered 


the American and Illinois flags to half- 
staff in memory of the four Kent State 
University students slain earlier this 
week 
while protesting 
American in- 


volvement in Cambodia. 


Two hours later, after negotiations, 


discussions, and a mini-confrontation, the 
students peacefully agreed to raise the 
flag and petition the college for the right 
to lower the flag tomorrow in memory of 
the students. 


Officials of the college's Student Sen- 


ate, including president Donald Duffy of 
Rolling Meadows, immediately 
began 


circulating petitions to gain support for a 
week-long flag lowering, which would be- 
gin at 11 a.m. Friday. 


THE PETITIONS will be presented to 


Dr. James Harvey, vice president for 
student affairs, this morning. Harvey 
will then discuss the matter with Dr. 
Robert Lahti, college president, and poll 
the college's board of trustees. 


If they approve, the flag will go to half- 


staff Friday. Harvey told the Herald a 
"valid indication" of student support was 
necessary, unless a counter-petition cir- 
culates. 


The fracas around the flag pole began 


at about 11 a.m. yesterday, when several 
students lowered the flags to half-staff 
and surrounded the American flagpole. 


Harvey told the Herald he asked them 


twice to raise the flag to full staff, as the 
students' actions did not necessarily rep- 
resent the majority opinion of Harper 
students. When the students refused, he 
took the names of six of them and dis- 


cussed the action with five other admin- 
istrators, as well as Duffy. 


Meanwhile, about 50 students flocked 


around the group of perhaps 15 students 
seated at the base of the flagpole. An- 
other group of students, including two 
college security officers, watched the stu- 
dents. 


THE ADMINISTRATORS at the same 


time were agreeing to ask for raising of 
the flag to full staff. They said that the 
Palatine police would be called to make 
arrests if it were not done. They 
stressed, however, that a campus major- 
ity opinion to lower the flag again later 
would be acceptable to them. 


So, the administrators walked outside 


and explained their position to the 10 stu- 
dents sitting on the ground. Harvey 
stressed that the lowering indicated a 
"political ideology" which was not neces- 
sarily subscribed to by a majority of stu- 
dents. 


Finally, William Sallee, a student from 


Barrington, one of the group clustered 
close to the flag, urged the students to 
put the flag up. "I think we should go 
into the channels and petition, to avoid 
polarization," he said. 


Then the students discussed it among 


themselves and drifted inside to start cir- 
culating petitions. And the security po- 
lice and college officials then raised the 
flag to full staff. 


HOWEVER, TWO faculty members, 


Gunther Lehman and Karen Keres, 
s t a y e d and argued with 
Clarence 


Schauer, vice president for academic af- 
fairs. 


Both charged that it was unnecessary 


for the police to wait outside the main 
gate. Lehman said. "They only aggra- 
vate people . . . we don't want the ac- 
ceptance of violence here." 


So. the police were asked to leave the 


main entrance. 


Tuesday evening the college's student 


senate had approved a telegram of re- 
gret for the death of the four students 
to go to Kent State University. And. un- 
til the protest began yesterday. 500 sig- 
natures had been gained on war protest 
petitions to go to President Nixon. 


Also, the Reverend Rupert Lovely of 


the Countryside Unitarian Church of 
Plum Grove Estates will speak briefly at 
11 a.m. Friday in commemoration of the 
four students who died at Kent. 


Yesterday's activities represented the 


first full-scale political protest in the his- 
tory of Harper College. It began and end- 
ed peacefully

Seventy-two hours earlier the main 


building's entrance had been filled with 
dignitaries, loudspeakers, bands and a 
formal, starchy and official dedication 
ceremony. 


Y e s t e r d a y noon the plaza was 


crowded, often by 100 students, bringing 
an informal and very unofficial protest, 
the first in Harper's history, to campus. 


It was a sudden and unexpected pro- 


test, a protest which sprang almost 
spontaneously out of Harper's traditional 
political apathy. Two students at about 
11 a.m. lowered a flag to half-staff, and 
that moment Harper joined the company 
of Northwestern, University of Illinois, 
University of Wisconsin and about 100 
other campuses as protest spots. 


THERE WAS NO leadership, just as 


there are few full-time radicals at Har- 
per. The students just joined together 
and forced the administration to threaten 
to call in the campus police. 


And the serious and sometimes hu- 


morous protest was caused by the sud- 
den, violent deaths of four students Mon- 
day afternoon on a sunny campus in 
Kei.t, Ohio. 


"The ones that really care are here. 


You've gotta break rules occasionally to 
make a point," said Greg, who wouldn't 


give his last name. 


"It's a symbol of mourning," said a 


girl, as she looked up at the flag. 


Inside, five administrators sat quietly 


in the business manager's office and 
planned how they would cope with the 
coming confrontation. 


James Harvey, vice president for aca- 


demic affairs, grinned unhappily as he 
rose to lead his group outside to the con- 
frontation. 


Secretaries and students lined the on- 


side balconies to watch the discussion. In 
the college's lounge, the card games and 
chatter continues. 


WHEN IT WAS OVER, and security 


guards had again raised the flag, the 
president of the Student Senate, Don Duf- 
fy, talked calmly but hurriedly to a 
group of 30 students. 


D u f f y , whose armband 
glistened 


slightly in the sunshine, had been talking 
to the administrators all morning. He 
was preparing to head back to his office 
and begin churning out petitions. 


The plaza was quiet. Nearby, the col- 


lege's security bus puttered away. Some 
of the students were walking back inside 
to classes. 


"We'll shoot for tomorrow morning on 


the petitions," Duffy said. 


But a student quietly interrupted him: 
"Why not avoid the word 'shoot' ", he 


said.

The burned building 
and two others in the Three Fountains 
complex were built two years ago, before 
Rolling Meadows changed its building 
code. 


Firemen from four departments an- 


swered the fire call at 8:07 p.m. Monday. 
Arlington Heights brought a 100-foot 
snorkel and Mount Prospect a 90-foot one 
to reach the top of the three-story build- 
ing. 


Rolling Meadows fire department has 


had a snorkel unit ordered for a year. 
Delivery is expected late this summer. 


The other department which answered 


the fire call was Palatine, which pro- 
vided a pumper and sent equipment to 
the Rolling Meadows fire station while 
the Three Fountains blaze was going on. 


"In the past two weeks without any so- 


licitation on the village's part, we have 
already filled more than one-half of 125- 
unit elderly housing project." 


COSTE EXPLAINED some of the calls 


were not from elderly residents but from 
residents who have parents living in the 
village, in neighboring towns or in Chi- 
cago. 


He added that the village received a 


few calls from elderly residents in neigh- 
boring towns and Chicago. Residency re- 
quirements for any proposed elderly- 
housing in the village has not been estab- 
lished. 


Coste's office is presently sending out 


questionnaires to 200 more village resi- 
dents asking if they would be interested 
in a low-rent apartment, their age, in- 
come, source of income, occupation and 
residency. 


The surveys are bing sent to those el- 


derly residents who've been certified by 
the village to be eligible for a discount on 
their garbage collection and to those who 
are listed on an inventory of patients the 
village nurse compiles. 


COSTE ADDED THAT completion of 


the survey is not a commitment on a 
resident's part. All the surveys should be 
sent out by the beginning of next week, 
he said. 


On April 16, the trustees met informal- 


ly with Victor Walchirk, executive direc- 
tor of the Cook County Housing Author- 
ity, and agreed to sign a resolution in- 
dicating the village's agreement with el- 
derly low-cost housing in the area, and 
authorizing the county to act on the vil- 
lage's behalf. 


The trustees formally adopted the reso- 


lution at their next meeting. Coste's sur- 
vey to determine the need of such hous- 
ing was suggested by the village board. 


Harper Pupils Do 6Their Thing' Too

Seventy-two hours earlier the main 


building's entrance had been filled with 
dignitaries, loudspeakers, bands and a 
formal, starchy and official dedication 
ceremony. 


Y e s t e r d a y noon the plaza was 


crowded, often by 100 students, bringing 
an informal and very unofficial protest, 
the first in Harper's history, to campus. 


It was a sudden and unexpected pro- 


test, a protest which sprang almost 
spontaneously out of Harper's traditional 
political apathy. Two students at about 
11 a.m. lowered a flag to half-staff, and 
that moment Harper joined the company 
of Northwestern, University of Illinois, 
University of Wisconsin and about 100 
other campuses as protest spots. 


THERE WAS NO leadership, just as 


there are few full-time radicals at Har- 
per. The students just joined together 


and forced the administration to threaten 
to call in the campus police. 


And the serious and sometimes hu- 


morous protest was caused by the sud- 
den, violent deaths of four students Mon- 
day afternoon on a sunny campus in 
Kei.t, Ohio. 


"The ones that really care are here. 


You've gotta break rules occasionally to 
make a point." said Greg, who wouldn't 
give his last name. 


"It's a symbol of mourning," said a 


girl, as she looked up at the flag. 


Inside, five administrators sat quietly 


in the business manager's office 
and 


planned how they would cope with the 
coming confrontation. 


James Harvey, vice president for aca- 


demic affairs, grinned unhappily as he 
rose to lead his group outside to the con- 
frontation. 


Secretaries and students lined the on- 


side balconies to watch the discussion. In 
the college's lounge, the card games and 
chatter continues. 


WHEN IT WAS OVER, and security 


guards had again raised the flag, the 
president of the Student Senate. Don Duf- 
fy, talked calmly but hurriedly to a 
graup of 30 students. 


D u f f y , whose armband glistened 


slightly in the sunshine, had been talking 
to the administrators all morning. He 
was preparing to head back to his office 
and begin churning out petitions. 


The plaza was quiet. Nearby, the col- 


lege's security bus puttered away. Some 
of the students were walking back inside 
to classes. 


"We'll shoot for tomorrow morning on 


the petitions," Duffy said. 


But a student quietly interrupted him: 
"Why not avoid the word 'shoot' ", he 


said. 


Peace Overwhelms Protest at Harper

Harper College in Palatine yesterday 


experienced and withstood a political 
protest which threatened to involve off- 
cnmpus policemen from Palatine. 


Before noon about in students lowered 


the American and Illinois flags to half- 
staff in memory of the four Kent State 
University students slain earlier this 
week 
while protesting 
American 
in- 


volvement in Cambodia. 


Two nuurs later, after negotiations, 


discussions, and n mini-confrontation, the 
students peacefully agreed to raise the 
flag and petition the college for the right 
to lower the flag tomorrow in memory of 
the students. 


Officials of the college's Student Sen- 


ate, including president Donald Duffy of 
Rolling Meadows, immediately began

circulating petitions to gain support for a 
week-long flag lowering, which would be- 
gin at 11 a.m. Friday. 


THE PETITIONS will be presented to 


Dr. James Harvey, vice president for 
student affairs, this morning. Harvey 
will then discuss the matter with Dr. 
Robert Laliti. college president, and poll 
the college's board of trustees. 


If they approve, the flag will go to half- 


staff Friday. Harvey told the Herald a 
"valid indication" of student support was 
necessary, unless a counter-petition cir- 
culates. 


The fracas around the flag pole began 


at about 11 a.m. yesterday, when several 
students lowered the flags to half-staff 
and surrounded the American flagpole. 


Harvey told the Herald he asked them 


twice to raise the flag to full staff, as the 
students' actions did not necessarily rep- 
resent the majority opinion of Harper 
students. When the students refused, he 
took the names of six of them and dis- 
cussed the action with five other admin- 
istrators, as well as Duffy. 


Meanwhile, about 50 students flocked 


around the group of perhaps 15 students 
seated at the base of the flagpole. An- 
other group of students, including two 
college security officers, watched the stu- 
dents. 


THE ADMINISTRATORS at the same 


time were agreeing to ask for raising of 
the Hag to full staff. They said that the 


Palatine police would be called to make 
arrests if it were not done. They 
stressed, however, that a campus major- 
ity opinion to lower the flag again later 
would be acceptable to them. 


So, the administrators walked outside 


and explained their position to the 10 stu- 
dents sitting on the ground. Harvey 
stressed that the lowering indicated a 
"political ideology" which was not neces- 
sarily subscribed to by a majority of stu- 
dents. 


Finally, William Sallee, a student from 


Harrington, one of the group clustered 
close to the flag, urged the students to 
put the flag up. "I think we should go 
into the channels and petition, to avoid 
polarization," he said. 
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Then the students discussed it among 


themselves and drifted inside to start cir- 
culating petitions. And the security po- 
lice and college officials then raised the 
flag to full staff. 


HOWEVER, TWO faculty members, 


Gunther Lehman 
and Karen 
Keres, 


s t a y e d and argued with 
Clarence 


Schauer, vice president for academic af- 
fairs. 


Both charged that it was unnecessary 


for the police to wait outside the main 
gate. Lehman said. "They only aggra- 
vate people . . . we don't want the ac- 
ceptance of violence here." 


So, the police were asked to leave the 


main entrance. 


Tuesday evening the college's student 


senate had approved a telegram of re- 
gret for the death of the four students 
to go to Kent State University. And, un- 
til the protest began yesterday, 500 sig- 


natures had been gained on war protest 
petitions to go to President Nixon. 


Also, the Reverend Rupert Lovely of 


the Countryside Unitarian Church of 
Plum Grove Estates will speak briefly at 
11 a.m. Friday in commemoration of the 
four students who died at Kent. 


Yesterday's activities represented the 


first full-scale political protest in the his- 
tory of Harper College. It began and end- 
ed peacefully. 
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The Arlington 'leights Cultural Com-

The plastic 
puck may sting when it hits a player, but 
the damage is nothing compared to what 
a normal puck can do, DeVos said. 


MANY OF THE BOYS knew the rules 


of the game before joining the league. 
However, sonic of the third graders were 
having problems so DeVos asked some 
team members' fathers to serve as man- 
agers. 


DeVos observed that kids arc playing 


hockey in driveways, parking lots and on 
sidewalks. "They play it almost as much 
as they do baseball. Instead of seeing 
kids piny catch, they're playing hockey," 
he said. 


The sport has become popular partly 


because players don't need much room 
for a game. Sometimes a hallway at Pio- 
neer Park and a wall to serve as a goal 
are enough for an impromptu game. 


The sport may be tiring, but if females 


have enough energy, "even girls can 
play," DeVos said. 


As an indication of the popularity of 


the sport in this area, two Arlington 
Heights stores which stock the floor 
hockey sticks report that sales on the 
items are "fantastic "

Reilly, Inc., 45 S. Dunton Ave., and Bow- 
en Hardware, 121 E. Davis St. 


BILL FI.AMCiAX. manager of Cunning- 


ham, said he wished he had as many 
hockey sticks as he knows he can sell. 
"We can't keep them in stock," Flanigan 
said. 


Within the last year, the store has sold 


almost 300 of the sticks The sport has 
really gained in popularity in the last 
year and a half since a program was 
started in the schools. The park district 
program has provided another spark to 
sales of the sticks. 


Perhaps the sport will replace baseball 


in thu childhood memories of the up- 
c o m i n g generation, especially since 
there's a lot more asphalt around than

The board of education has voted 


to join four other school districts in re- 
questing funds available under the Voca- 
tional Education Amendments. The ob- 
jectives of the joint proposal are to im- 
prove information on vocations and guid- 
ance activities on the elementary school 
level. 


The state will decide the amount of 


funds to be allocated to local schools. 
Dist. 25 board Pres., Theodore Seller, -s- 
timated that approximately $32.000 might 
be given to the five school districts. Dur- 
ing the first year the major emphasis 
will be on in-service training opportu- 
nities for teachers. 


BOARD MEMBERS examined the pro- 


posed project with a critical eye. H. Rob- 
ert Powell and James Penn questioned 
the time which will be spent on the 
program claiming that it miqht have to 
be subtracted from some other part of 
the curriculum. 


Robert Bates said he was philosophic- 


ally opposed to using taxpayers' money 
unless the project was necessary for the 
children's education. 


Supt. Donald Strong told the board that 


.lie district could profit from the pro- 
gram, using new ideas in consumer edu- 
cation and social studies classes.

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Peace Overwhelms Protest at Harper

Harper College in Palatine yesterday 


experienced and withstood a political 
protest which threatened to involve off- 
campus policemen from Palatine. 


Before noon about 10 students lowered 


the American and Illinois flags to half- 
staff in memory of the four Kent State 
University students slain earlier this 
week while protesting American in- 
volvement in Cambodia. 


Two hours later, after negotiations, 


discussions, and a mini-confrontation, the 
students peacefully agreed to raise the 
flag and petition the college for the right 


to lower the flag tomorrow in memory of 
the students. 


Officials of the college's Student Sen- 


ate, including president Donald Duffy of 
Rolling Meadows, immediately began 
circulating petitions to gain support for a 
week-long flag lowering, which would be- 
gin at 11 a.m. Friday. 


THE PETITIONS will be presented to 


Dr. James Harvey, vice president for 
student affairs, this morning. Harvey 
will then discuss the matter with Dr. 
Robert Lahti, college president, and poll 
the college's board of trustees. 


If they approve, the flag will go to half- 


staff Friday. Harvey told the Herald a 
"valid indication" of student support was 
necessary, unless a counter-petition cir- 
culates. 


The fracas around the flag pole began 


at about 11 a.m. yesterday, when several 
students lowered the flags to half-staff 
and surrounded the American flagpole. 


Harvey told the Herald he asked them 


twice to raise the flag to full staff, as the 
students' actions did not necessarily rep- 
resent the majority opinion of Harper 
students. When the students refused, he 
took the names of six of them and dis- 
cussed the action with five other admin- 


istrators, as well as Duffy. 


Meanwhile, about 50 students flocked 


around the group of perhaps 15 students 
seated at the base of the flagpole. An- 
other group of students, including two 
college security officers, watched the stu- 
dents. 


THE ADMINISTRATORS at the same 


time were agreeing to ask for raising of 
the flag to full staff. They said that the 
Palatine police would be called to make 
arrests if it were not done. They 
stressed, however, that a campus major- 
ity opinion to lower the flag again later 
would be acceptable to them. 


So, the administrators walked outside 


and explained their position to the 10 stu- 
dents sitting on the ground. Harvey 
stressed that the lowering indicated a 
"political ideology" which was not neces- 
sarily subscribed to by a majority of stu- 
dents. 


Finally, William Sallee, a student from 


Barrington, one of the group clustered 
close to the flag, urged the students to 
put the flag up. "I think we should go 
into the channels and petition, to avoid 
polarization," he said. 


Then the students discussed it among 


themselves and drifted inside to start cir- 


culating petitions. And the security po- 
lice and college officials then raised the 
flag to full staff. 


HOWEVER, TWO faculty members, 


Gunther Lehman and Karen Keres, 
s t a y e d and argued with Clarence 
Schauer, vice president for academic af- 
fairs. 


Both charged that it was unnecessary 


for the police to wait outside the main 
gate. Lehman said. "They only aggra- 
vate people . . . we don't want the ac- 
ceptance of violence here."

A committee of local businessmen will 


ask the Palatine Village Board to enforce 
its 1958 zoning o-dinance in an attempt to 
make more business and commercial 
space available in the downtown business 
district. 


The committee was formed after a 


meeting Tuesday of the Palatine Cham- 
ber of Commerce Mall Committee held 
in the Palatine National Bank building. 


William Vaughan, a local landscape ar- 


chitect presented slides showing how 
Danville, 111. ripped up two blocks of its 
"stagnating" 
downtown area and in- 


stalled a mall. 


The 15 businessmen who attended the 


meeting, however, did not greet the idea 
of a mall for downtown Palatine enthu- 
siastically. 


ABE DOBKIN, owner of Foremost Li- 


quors, questioned if there was enough 
business downtown to attract people to 
come into E mall. A department store 


such as Sears, he said, may be necessary 
to insure the success of a mall. 


The most critical words for a mall 


came from Gerald F. Fitzgerald, presi- 
dent of the Palatine National Bank. 


Fitzgerald, who has in the past criti- 


cized the idea of a mall, said Palatine's 
downtown business problems could be 
solved if homes in the business district 
were converted to business uses. 


Now, he said, it is not economically 


feasible to buy one of the lots on which 
the homes are located, use 50 to 60 per 
cent of the space for parking as required 
by the village and then build a business. 


THE VILLAGE, he said, is "so short of 


parking that any solution has to be cen- 
tered around parking." 


"I'm not against the mall," Fitzgerald 


said, "but a mall is not a solution with- 
out parking." And, he added, the land is 
not readily available. 


It's very obvious, he said, that many 


businesses are facing a shortage of floor 
space. "One solution is to build new 


buildings in downtown Palatine," he 
said. 


"The land is here." he said, "and I'm 


quite confident the financing is here but 
we need help from the village." 


It will take "guts and creativity on the 


part of the merchants" 
to revitalize 


downtown. Fitzgerald said. 


FITZGERALD said there were 60 resi- 


dences in the downtown area that should 
be converted to business uses. The vil- 
lage board, he charged, did not enforce 
the ordinance because "it is politically 
unpopular and they don't care." 


Village officials have previously said 


that they have not had enough personnel 
in the building department to enforce the 
ordinance. 


Village Trustee John Hughes said there 


is nothing to prevent a property owner 
from using the property himself. 


The problem is, he said; getting the 


property owner to use the property as 
designed by the ordinance. 


Revised Plan Is Rejected 


The Village of Palatine has rejected a 


revised development plan for high-rise 
apartment buildings on the 66-acre, nine- 
hole golf course at Hicks and Baldwin 
roads, the developer said yesterday. 


James Sellcrgren of Sellergren Broth- 


ers, Inc., of Park Ridge, said the village 
objects to a plan calling for four 12-story 
buildings, instead of five 10-story build- 
ings on the site. 


"We're right back where we started," 


Sellergren said, adding that the firm is 
going to "take its chances at the county 
level." 


He said the Cook County Board of 


Commissioners is scheduled to meet May 
18 and that he hoped it would make a 
decision that would allow construction to 
begin soon on the five 10-story buildings. 


Village Trustee Clayton W. Brown 


agreed that the village has not accepted 
the new plan. 


SELLERGREN SAID the village made 


its decision after receiving a letter from 
residents of the Northview Property 
Owners' Association Monday night. 


The letter said the village has been 


conducting secret negotiations with Sell- 
ergren in connection with the proposal. 
The plan, the letter said, called for 1,350 
apartments, "which represents a net 
density of over 25 units per acre as op- 
posed to the village's planned density for 
this area of 10 to 12 units per acre." 


The homeowners, the letter said, ob- 


ject to the plan and are also opposed to 
the village board negotiating for a school 
site on the property. 


Sellergren said yesterday he offered to 


include 14 acres of land for a school site. 


"We would also advise the school dis- 


trict that it would do well to keep out of 
this very political matter and would sug- 
gest that it use its own tax funds to ac- 
quire any school sites that it needs, and 
cease negotiating with the village at the 
expense of hundreds of residents of Pala- 
tine to obtain a free site," the letter said. 


THE PROPERTY owners claim the 


development will lower property values. 


The property was formerly owned by 


Elmer Gleich, a local developer who 
planned a total of 580 apartments on the 
site in addition to 35-single family homes. 
Gleich received the necessary county 
zoning for the project in June. 


The Park Ridge firm, which bought the 


property, needs a special use permit be- 
cause of the commercial development it 
proposes in the project. The land is sur- 
rounded by village property. 


Sellergren said he felt the village 


board acted in "good faith" and that the 
discussions were not secret. 


The plan, he said, "was only up for 


consideration and the feeling of the 
board." 


The plan was revised, he said, to in- 


clude four buildings instead of five be- 
cause the village wanted a site for a 


school or park in the development. 


SINCE THE VILLAGE did not want to 


move on the project, he said, the only 
remedy, it could re-submit its plans or it 


There is "no common ground" among 


the village, the developer and the home- 
owners, he said.

If the county says no to the project, he 


said, there are three alternatives left. 
The developer could seek some legal 
remedy, it could re-submit its Ipans or it 
could build under the zoning which now 
exists. 


Sellergren said he did not know which 


of the three alternatives the company 
would take. 


Brown declined to reveal why the vil- 


lage rejected the new plan. It is believed, 
however, that the firm's failure to reduce 
the density of the project played a sig- 
nificant role in the rejection. 


UNDER COUNTY zoning now, Brown 


said, the firm could build 1,860 dwelling 
units but no commercial development. 
The special use. which the firm is re- 
questing from the county, would allow 
the commercial development. 


In the new proposal, he said, the firm 


agreed 
to eliminate 35 single-family 


homes it was planning on the west edge 
of the property which borders the North 
View subdivision. In its place, he said, 
the firm planned a 300-foot strip of open 
area. 


Harper Pupils Do 'Their Thing' Too

Seventy-two hours earlier the main 


building's entrance had been filled with 
dignitaries, loudspeakers, bands and a 
formal, starchy and official dedication 
ceremony. 


Y e s t e r d a y noon the plaza was 


crowded, often by 100 students, bringing 
an informal and very unofficial protest, 
the first in Harper's history, to campus. 


It was a sudden and unexpected pro- 


test, a protest which sprang almost 
spontaneously out of Harper's traditional 
political apathy.

A multi-purpose "service to yourself 


and to humanity" can be offered by sav- 
ing old newspapers and placing them in 
a large walk-in green box in the Guido 
Foods parking lot, west of the Kentucky 
Fried Chicken store at Higgins and 
Roselle Roads in Hoffman Estates. 


The box is there through the Hoffman- 


Schaumburg Human Relations Com- 
mittee project called "Cycle of Savings." 
The Westside Paper Stock Corp. (WPSC) 
of Chicago supplies the container. 


Old newspapers put in the box are 


picked up by (WPSC) when ever the con- 
tainer is filled. The paper is then bailed 
by (WPSC) and sent to a plant on Chi- 
cago's south side where it is processed 
for re-use. 


Several purposes are served. The first 


is that paper provided to (WPSC) help 
the black community on Chicago's west 
side to help itself. 


PROFITS REAPED from the paper 


stock company's effort will be used to 


expand black business and employment 
opportunities on the west side. 


Ultimate aim is to make that commu- 


nity self sufficient. The initial $200,000 
needed to equip (WPSC) was provided 
by one of Chicago's largest banks in con- 
junction with the Container Corp. of 
America. 


Trucks and sophisticated sorting and 


bailing equipment was purchased and 
WSPS was in operation. 


Wilmettc was the first suburb to locate 


a paper collection box in its community 
As much as 50,000 pounds of newspaper 
were collected in drives for the project. 


B u t , Ed Kress, 
plant manager, 


recently told the Hoffman-Schaumburg 
Human Relations Committee that 500 
tons of paper are needed monthly for the 
business to operate at a profit.

Harvey 
stressed that the lowering indicated a 
"political ideology" which was not neces- 
sarily subscribed to by a majority of stu- 
dents. 


Finally, William Sallee, a student from 


Harrington, one of the group clustered 
close to the flag, urged the students to 
put the flag up. "I think we should go 
into the channels and petition, to avoid 
polarization," he said. 


Then the students discussed it among 


themselves and drifted inside to start cir- 


culating petitions. And the security po- 
lice and college officials then raised the 
flag to full staff.

s t a y e d and argued with Clarence 
Schauer, vice president for academic af- 
fairs. 


Both charged that it was unnecessary 


for the police to wait outside the main 
gate.

main entrance.

The three-story apartment building 


which burned Monday night in Three 
Fountains Apartments on Algonquin 
Road has been condemned and boarded 
up by the Rolling Meadows fire depart- 
ment. 


Acting on a recommendation from 


Deputy 
State Fire Marshall Harold 


Schaufcr, Fire Chief Thomas Fogerty and 
representatives of D o w n s Mohl Co., 
leasing agent of the building was unsafe 
and ordered it boarded up until a struc- 
tural engineer again declares it safe to 
enter. 


"I was at the meeting," Rolling Mead- 


ows Police Chief Lewis Case, said. "Ev- 
eryone agreed the best thing to do was to 
condemn and board it up so no one could 
get in. The floors are spongy and it isn't 
safe for people to be going into." 


THE BUILDING, located at 5201 Car- 


riage Way Dr. burned through most of 
Monday night from a fire of unknown 


cause which began in the first floor 
apartment of Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
O'Hara, Rolling Meadows police said. 


The O'Haras are listed in good condi- 


tion at Northwest Community Hospital, 
where they were taken Monday night for 
smoke inhalation and observation. 


Tenants in the building are being 


housed with friends, in vacant apartment 
units within the Three Fountains apart- 
ment complex, and at the Holiday Inn on 
Algonquin Road. 


"I know many of them are not going 


back." Case, who is staying at the Holi- 
day Inn, said. 


Many lost most of their belongings 


Monday night when the fire spread up 
through three floors to the attic and 
across to the other end of the building. 


FIRE WALLS IN the building did not 


go through the attic, as the city building 
code now requires. The burned building

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Harper Pupils Do 'Their Thing' Too

Seventy-two hours earlier the main 


building's entrance had been filled with 
dignitaries, loudspeakers, bands and a 
formal, starchy and official dedication 
ceremony. 


Y e s t e r d a y noon the plaza was 


crowded, often by 100 students, bringing 
an informal and very unofficial protest, 
the first in Harper's history, to campus. 


It was a sudden and unexpected pro- 


test, a protest which sprang almost 
spontaneously out of Harper's traditional 
political apathy. Two students at about 
11 a.m. lowered a flag to half-staff, and 
that moment Harper joined the company 
of Northwestern, University of Illinois, 
University of Wisconsin and about 100 
other campuses as protest spots. 


THERE WAS NO leadership, just as 


there are few full-time radicals at Har- 
per. The students just joined together 


and forced the administration to threaten 
to call in the campus police. 


And the serious and sometimes hu- 


morous protest was caused by the sud- 
den, violent deaths of four students Mon- 
day afternoon on a sunny campus in 
Keht, Ohio. 


"The ones that really care are here. 


You've gotta break rules occasionally to 
make a point," said Greg, who wouldn't 
give his last name. 


"It's a symbol of mourning," said a 


girl, as she looked up at the flag. 


Inside, five administrators sat quietly 


in the business manager's office and 
planned how they would cope with the 
coming confrontation. 


James Harvey, vice president for aca- 


demic affairs, grinned unhappily as he 
rose to lead his group outside to the con- 
frontation. 


Secretaries and students lined the on- 


side balconies to watch the discussion. In 
the college's lounge, the card games and 
chatter continues. 


WHEN IT WAS OVER, and security 


guards had again raised the flag, the 
president of the Student Senate, Don Duf- 
fy, talked calmly but hurriedly to a 
group of 30 students. 


D u f f y , whose armband glistened 


slightly in the sunshine, had been talking 
to the administrators all morning. He 
was preparing to head back to his office 
and begin churning out petitions. 


The plaza was quiet. Nearby, the col- 


lege's security bus puttered away. Some 
of the students were walking back inside 
to classes. 


"We'll shoot for tomorrow morning on 


the petitions," Duffy said. 


But a student quietly interrupted him: 
"Why not avoid the word 'shoot'", he 


said.
